DAY OF SUPREME SIGNIFICANCE IN THE LIFE 
OF THE PEOPLE’S ADMIRAL. ~ 


At the National Capital and in the Mind’s Eye of the World 
America Performs the Deed Which Awards a 
Recognition of Immortality. 


As Great After Victory as Before it, He Modestly Takes from the Hand 
of the President the Magnificent Sword Voted by Congress. 
Eloquent and Prophetic Address by Secretary 
Long—Popular Enthusiasm. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The culmination of Admira! 
Dewey’s triumphal home-coming was reached tuday in the 
shadow of the dome of the national Capitol. Here he re- 
ceived from the hands of the President the magnificent jew- 
eled sword voted by Congress in commemoration of the 


victory of Manila Bay. This was the official reason for the |. 


ceremony. But mere official sanction could never have 
thrown into the demonstration the fervor of enthusiasm that 
was meted out to the admiral as he appeared before the vast 


audience, composed not only of all the highest officials in | 


the land, but of spectators drawn from every 
United States. 

The battle of Manila Bay was not forgotten, but it 
might be said to have been relegated almost to second place 
in the desire to do honor to the man who had proved him- 
self as great after victory as before it, and who had shown 
in the long trying months that followed his triumph the 
qualities of a statesman and wise administrator, as well as 
those of the fighting leader of a victorious fleet. 

And enhancing these qualities was that of manly mod- 
esty displayed in the quiet dignity with which he met the 
occasion. This trait of Dewey’s character was in evidence 
from the moment he reached the stand side by side with the 
President. He paused at this point for a moment, unwill- 
ing apparently to take the place that had been prepared for 
him on. the right of the platform, least he should appear to 
usurp the place due to the Chief Magistrate, 

President McKinley grasped the situation in an instant, 
and, taking the great sea captain by the arm, placed him by 
gentle force in the chair that had been intendéd for him. 
Later in the day, as the ¢arriages bearing the official party

ple, the President again displayed his tact by remaining 
covered and ignoring the demonstration -himself, leaving its 
acknowledgement to the admiral. 

For Dewey, it was a trying as well as a triumphal day. 
It had been given to few officers in the naval history of the 
country to sit before a crowd of thousands while the chief of 
the naval establishment dilated on his exploits, And then 
to stand before. the same crowd tw receive at the hands of 
the President a sword prepared for him at the behest of the 
representatives of the whole people, ‘The strain upon Ad- 
miral Dewey reached almost to the breaking point. None 
but those nearest to him could see how he labored to rep: ess 
his feelings during the address of Secretary Long, but when 
he arose to receive the sword from the hands of the Presi- 
dent, no one could mistake’ the flash of the white gloved 
hand as it rose tu dash away the tears before the Admiral 
came to the rigid attitude of “attention” before his chief. 

_ When it came Dewey’s turn to reply, his voice failed 
him, and he made the effort twice before his lips would re- 
spond. When he did succeed his tones were clear and 
steady, but so low that only those nearest him could hear. 

There was an exquisite comedy following the trying 
formalities, though it escaped all but those directly on the 
stand. As the admiral closed and took his seat, he turned 
to the President, and in a tone of quizzical appeal inquired. 
“Now, really, do you not think I did pretty well for an 
amateur?” 

Once during the ceremonies Secretary Long embraced 
an opportunity to ease the trying situation for the chief 
actor in the day’s events. When the Secretary began his 
address, the sun was shining directly in Admiral Dewey’s 
eyes, and without his hat he was at its mercy. The Secre- 
tary quietly inserted in his address a low aside: ‘‘Admiral, 
turn your chair a little; we don’t want to have you blind.” 

One of the most remarkable features of the eventful 
day was the ovation to Rear-Admiral Schley on the return 
of the party from the Capitol. to the White House. His 
carriage was several numbers behind that of the President 
and Admiral Dewey and received an ovation that scarcely 
ranked below that accorded to the admiral himself. The 
tumult grew as the carriage paced down the avenue,‘and 
the crowd surged around it until the horses were brought to 
a foot pace.

political oratory. 

Then a peculiar thing happened, 
considering that Washington naturally 
does not enthuse much. That vast 
assemblage arose and yelled till it was 
almost black in the face. It knew ex- 
actly what the President meant and 
understood how profoundly he meant 
it. That little sentence created more 
enthusiasm than Washington has yet 
shown over Dewey himself, which is 
saying a great deal. Everybody yelled 
for a couple of minutes, and President 
McKinley looked surprised. Dewey 
was pleased beyond measure. He 
smiled broadly, and the crowd yelled 
for several minutes more just to show 
that expansion really did not strike 
them so unfavorably. This little epi- 
sode was the only thing with political 
significance which crept into the cele- 
bration here, and it was not meant 
politically, either.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—President 
McKinley, in honor of Admiral Dewey, 
tonight gave the largest dinner party 
in the history of White House social 
functions.

There was no speech-making or toast- 
making whatever, and no reference to 
the Manila victory. After the dinner 
Admiral Dewey took leave of the party, 
and was driven direct to, his house, 

where he soon retired.

MANILA, Oct. 3.—| Exclu- 
sive Dispatch} The three 
days’ attack of the insurgents 
on the American troops in var 
rious parts of the island, during 
which one officer and one pri- 
vate have been killed and 
eleven privates wounded, had 
its sequel, today, when Gen. 
Grant advanced from Imus to 
Bacoor. The Thirteenth In- 
fantry from Pasay and two 
companies of the Fourteenth 
Infantry from Paranaque were 
forwarded to Zapote and Ba- 
coor. Strong garrisons were 
left behind on account of the 
number of rebels in the sur- 
rounding country. 

Gen, Lawton, with five com- 
panies of marines, four compan- 
ies of the Fourteenth Infantry 
and a troop of the Fourth Cav- 
alry, under the command of} 
Col, Daggett, drove the insur, 
gents up the Imus road and 
crossed the river. Meanwhile 
three companies of the Fourth 
Infantry advanced from an op- 
posite direction on Imus, and 
by 8 o'clock the island between 
Bacoor and Imus and the river 
banks were clear of rebels. 
The enemy fell back on Mala- 
bon and Cavite Viejo, One 
American offcer and private 
were wounded, 

Gen. Grant is still chasing 
the enemy. Three scouts who 
crossed the river report that 
they found the bodies of 
twenty-eight dead insurgents in 
one trench. Three companies 
of the Thirteenth Infantry are 
reinforcing the garrison at 
Imus. 

A dispatch from Negros re- 
ports that Capt. Poore, with a 
company of the Sixth Infantry, 
attacked the rebels at Labun. 
Twenty of the enemy were 
killed and 5000 Mauser and 
1000 Remington cartridges cap- 
tured, in addition to twelve 
rifles and some supplies of 
foodstuffs. ‘One officer was 
killed and one officer and three 
privates were wounded,

Several wounded 
Filipinos were attended by Surgeon- 
Major Penrose and members of the am- 
bulance corps. A number of prisoners 
were taken. Gen. Lawton, while riding 
up the road to Imus, was the target 
for many shots. 

The telegraph line was cut yester- 
day at a bend in the road commanded 
by the enemy's trenches, a hundred 
yards distant, and when Lieut. Cun- 
ningham, with a repair party appeared 
to restore the wires, two men and Lieut. 
Cunningham's horse were shot. Lieut. 
McCloskey then brought a gun into the 
open, and, training it on the trench, 
dispersed the Filipinos with two well- 
aimed shots. 

Capt. Poore and the Sixth Infantry 
attacked the insurgents Sunday in a 
new trench which they had constructed 
near Tabuan, Island of Negros, and 
scattered them. The Americans took 
one prisoner and captured twelve rifles, 
6000 cartridges and a quantity of rice 
and hospital supplies. 

The statement that Maj. Price asked 
Admiral Watson to send the gunboats 
to his Support in the recent engagqment 
in the vicinity of Imus is incorrect. 


DON’T LIKE TO MEPRT. 


The Rebels Run Away from the 
Americans in Force. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
BACOOR (Luzon,) Oct. 3, 3:50 p.m— 
The fight was practically ended at 2 
o'clock. Another illustration of the in- 
surgent policy of evading a meeting 
with the Americans in force was tur- 
nished by the fact that when our lnes 
swept across several miles of country, 
firing by volley and cheering, the Fili- 
pinos melted before them, and it was 
only occasionally that glimpes of the 
enemy could be seen, as they van from 
the trenches and dodged through the 
bushes like rabbits. One body of the 
enemy, under the former Mayor of 
Imus, retreated toward Perez Das- 
marinas and another in the direc- 

tion of San Francisco de Malabon. 
Lieut. Knabenshu, with a party of 
scouts, crossed the river last night 
and found twenty-eight dead Filipinos 
in the trenches, fifteen of whom had 
been killed by one shell. 

When the marines marched into Imus 
the soldiers cheered them, and Gen. 
Lawton complimented them, upon their 
work. One detachment from Cavite 
was commanded by Capt. Haines and 
another from the Baltimore by Capt. 
Myers. 

The first wagon train with provisions 
to reach Imus in three days has arrived, 
and two companies of the Fourteenth 
Regiment from towns along the bay 
marched in today to relieve the Fourth 
Regiment, whose members have been 
kept awake in the trenches day and 
night for a week, under the annoying 
intermittent fire from the insurgents 
outside the town.

WAS RACE. 


YACHTS COULD NOT FINISH IN 
THE APPOINTED TIME.

First One Led cnd Then the Other, 
bat the Shamrock Was Ahead 
Near the Fintsh—The Wind 
Was not Favorable. 


One Surprise of the Contest Was 
That the Irish Boat is Better in 
a Light Breese—Intense 
Interest in London. 


Hoston Rents New York—Scoville 
Falls Off His Horse and Frac- 
tures an Leg—Reiff’s Mount 
Heats Sloan’s.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] John R. Spears, the naval his- 
torian and yachting expert, says of 
today’s race: 

“They had an unusually interesting 
run out, with the Columbia well in the 
lead, but in beating home the wind 
first became variable; then it came in 
flaws, and then fatled, and the end of 
it was that the time limit of five and 
a half hours expired with both racers 
miles from the home line. There was 
no race. Nevertheless the day was 
extremely interesting to every one 
who knew the yachts. 

“At the start the Shamrock got 
away in the lead, with a breeze that 
was excellent, a whole-sail breeze. 
But she was dressed wrongiy, and the 
Columbia overhauled her in a few 
minutes. When clothed in Yankee 
fashion, the Shamrock lteld her own 
better. She seemed to gain rapidly 
at one time, but there were equal 
chances in a wind that varied some- 
what, so that they reached as well as 
ran. The Columbia .was 3m. 8s. ahead 
at the turn, fifteen miles away from 
home; that is to say, whéther run- 
ning or reaching in a wind varying 
from fresh to moderate, the Columbia 
is unquestionably superior, as the 
sharps have said. 
“In beating home, while the yachts 
were within close reach of each other, 
the Columbia gained steadily until she 
was at least half a mile, or perhaps 
three-quarters ahead. She seemed sure 
to win by from seven to ten minutes, 
but the remarkable skill and resource- 
fulness of Hogarth proved for a time 
more than a match for the Columbia’s 
superior model. When the Columbia 
had gained her good lead came Ho- 
garth’s opportunity. By frequent tacks 
he shook off his fleet rival like an old 
fox throws off a hound pup. He got 
away out to sea by himself, and there 
he caught the slant that his judgment, 


jin spite of his lack of experience in 


these waters, told him was there. 
“And that slant carried him across 
the Columbia’s bows, while her sail 
wrapped impotently in a soft breeze. 
Thereafter he held his advantage, in 
had the 
slower boat until the wind settled into 
a fairly steady light air, when the 
Columbia’s superior model again 
brought her where they both got the 
wind alike. The Columbia had been 
half a mile ahead. Because of Ho- 
garth’s good judgment, the Shamrock 
got nearly half a mile ahead of her, 
but a brute model though lightened 
till the load-water line was nearly 
two feet shorter than that in which 
she was intended to sail and though 
it carried 700 feet more canvas, could 
not hold its own with the artistic 
product of Herreshoff genius, at least 
not in these airs.

DRIFTING MATCH. 


It Sent a2 Big Crowd Home Crest- 
fallen and Disappointed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—As the sun 
set, a great ball of fire, behind the 
Navesink Hills, and the sparkling 
Stars came out into the heavens, the 
biggest crowd of sightseers and 
yachtsmen who ever sailed down to 
Sandy Hook to witness the attempt of 
a foreign mug-hunter to wrest from 
America the yachting supremacy of 
the world, returned to New “York, 
crestfallen and disappointeck The 
winds from the caves of ol4 ocean 
had proved too lHght and shifty, and 
the first of the international series of 
1899 between the two greatest racing 
machines ever produced by England 
and America, degenerated into a drift- 
ing match and had to be declared off 
because neither could reach thé finish 
line in the time allotted by the rules. 
To avoid jyst such winds as oc- 
curred today. in which luck and not 
the crew and yachts win, the rules 
provide that if one of the boats does 
not finish within five and a half hours. 
the race is declared off, so at the end 
of the time, when the yachts were 
still four miles from home, with the 
Shamrock leading by something more 
than a quarter of a mile, the commit- 
tee officially declared that there had 

been no race. : 

The yachts were then taken in ‘ow 
by their respective tugs, and brought 
back to their anchorage inside Sandy 
Hook. The clean-limbed racers had 
sailed out this morning fresh for bat- 
tle. but the sea had refused them a 
field-of conflict... Under the rules the 
first race is now postponed for two 
days, or until Thursday. 

The day promised well, at first. 
The sky was smirched with a few 
dirty clouds, but clear enough to per- 
mit the thousands of spectators who 
lined the Jersey shore to see almost 
every foot of the course. The waves 
were crested with whitecaps here and 
there, and a fatriy-fresh breeze blew 
out of the north-northeast, but 
the Columbia. and Shamrock ¢ had 
crossed the line,the wind turned flukey, 
and the race was a fizzle almost from 


after:

the start. But the fluke gave. the 
yachting sharps and spectators much 
time to think—and some surprises. 

The Columbia is undoubtedly the 
pretiest boat. She is tall, stately, with 
raceful and towering lines. he 
rish boat, with her broader beam and 
longer base line, looked slower and 
heavier, Perhaps her green color 
her look clumsier, as if she 
were forced through. the water, while 
the slim Columbia pierces it like a 
rapier. 

hough indecisive in every respect 
as to the abilities of the great rival 
single-stickers, today’s race indicates 
that the Irish boat, with her English 
skipper and her Scotch crew, is the 
ablest sloop ever sent across the At- 
lantic In thé hope of lifting the 100- 
guinea cup, which the America brought 
back, forty-eight years ago, and which 
has since been successfully defended 
against the world. 

During the five and a half hours sail, 
the Shamrock was thrice ahead, and 
twice the Yankee boat showed the 
way. For the first ten minutes the 
Shamrock led, then for five the Co- 
lumbia’s graceful how showed ahead of 
the green boat; for forty-five minutes 
the Shamrock, then for three hours 
the Columbia, and for the last hour 
and a half it was the Shamrock that 
led the way. The breeze blew as high 
as twelve knots an hour, and as low 
as three, and shifted about through 
eight points of the compass. 

Each boat, in turn, beat the other 
running before the wind and was, in 
turn beaten in beating against: the 
wind at various stages of the race, 80 
that many of the experts who saw the 
two boats sail today are disinclined to 
believe that there is a pin to choose 
between them, but when the race is 
closely analyzed, it is absolutely proven 
that the Columbia showed superiority 
at every point of sailing, running, 
reaching and beating whenever the 
wind freshened, and that it was only 
in the lightest aair that the Shamrock 
could make headway against her. Both 
had their share of good and bad luck. 

The Columbia had the better of the 
shifting wind on the run down to the 
mark, and beat the Shamrock 2m. 4s., 
while on the beat home, increasing her 
lead to over a mile at one! time. The 
Shamrock overhauled the Yankee, and 
was a quarter of a mile ahead when 
the time allowance expired. 

The feature of the race which pleased 
everybody most was the perfectly 
clear field which was maintained. For 
the first time, this year the government 
took a hand to prevent a repetition 
of the unfortunate occurrence which 
marred the race when the excursion 
boats, in their frenzied eagerness to 
let none of the beautiful spectacle es- 
cape, crowded down upon the racers 
until their back wash impeded their 
progress through the water, and caused 
Lord Dunraven to file his protest. 

The government was determined this 
year that the course should be pro- 
tected against unofficial trespassers. A 
flotilla of revenue cutters and ‘swift 
torpedo boats, flying red-barred white 
flags, guarded the course, keeping ex- 
cursion steamers, yachts and tugs at 
a perfectly safe distance from the 
canvas-clouded racers. 

On the way down they maintained 
two parallel lines a mile apart, two 
line fences through which not one of 
the pushing, crowding fleet of excursion 
vessels was permitted to poke its nose. 
The broad expanse of the sea inside, 
without wash or swell, was left clear 
and free for the maneuvering of the 
racers. On the way back the patrol 
vessels were equally effective. When 
the yachts were on the starboard tack 
the torpedo boats were in column on 
the same course, and the revenue cut- 
ters abreast behind the yachts, thus 
forming a right angle, in the hollow of 
which the yachts sailed without em- 
barrassment. When the yachts changed 
course, the patrol fleet changed with 
it, simply altering the direction of 
the moving angle, and kept the boats 
fenced off. It was only toward the close 
when the hope of finiehing the race 
was given up that the excursion boats 
crowded about the ends of the patrol 
lines, many of them making straight 

course was laid fifteen miles 
dead befpre the wind and back again. 
The direction of the wind carried this 
course south-southwest from the Sandy 
Hook lightship almost straight down 
coast to a point off Asbury 

The Columbia was admirably han- 
died throughout the. race. Thou h the 
Shamrock was first across the line by 
43s. the Columbfa’s Deer Island ‘crew 
of Yankees, wearing their picturesque 
watch caps in Iselin’s colors, were so 
much handier than their Scotch rivals 
that they had the Columbia’s spinnaker 
—- balloon jib set first by three min- 
utes. 

The spectators marveled at the cloud 
of canvas the leviathans carried. 
Straight up into the air the slender 
yards carried the point of the pyra- 
mids of canvas 175 feet. It is hard to 
realize that this means the height of 
an ordinary twelve-story building, and 
that the frail hulls were bowling along 
under the pressure of 14,000 feet of can- 
vas. The twin balloon. shifted the 
Columbia along like a great gull in 
the ten-knot breeze, and carried her 
in ten minutes past the Shamrock. 
But when the wind died to six knots, 
as it did within a few minutes, the 
Shamrock forged steadily ahead until, 
at the end of fprty-five minutes, she 
led by 200 yards. Then a sudden haul 
of the wind to the north-northwest 
reached the Columbia first. 

The big-bellied spinnaker was taken 
in, her sail was slightly jibed, and 
she passed the Shamrock as if the lat- 
ter had »been moored to her wharf. 
Instead of a run, the canting of the 
wind now made it a reach for the outer 
mark, but the Columbia gradually 
edged over toward the Jersey shore 
with the intention of getting the wind 
astern and running straight before it. 
The maneuver was successfully accom- 
plished after crossing the Shamrock’'s 
bow, but just as the spinnaker was 
set aboard the Columbia, the wind 
canted back to the north-northwest and 
left her with a cloud of canvas shiv- 
ering like a collapsed balloon. The 
‘Shamrock had started to follow the 
Columbia's tactics. Twice she lowered 
her spinnaker as if to Break out the 
big sail, but as the wind held from 
the northwest quarter, she jibed her 
main boom instead, and reached 
straight for the mark. 

Although the maneuver of the Col- 
umbia had been successful, it was a 
costly one, and she lost several min- 
utes by holding onto her immense can- 
vas in the vain hope that the wind 
would shift back again. But when she 
did change her sails, she made up lost 
time by outfooting her antagonist. She 
seemed to skim over the water, scarcely 
making a ripple where she entered it, 
and leaving a wake of foam behind 
her. The Shamrock made more fuss 
forward and dragged a wave aft. , 

The Columbia was the first to the 
mark, and as she reached the stakeboat 
the excursion fleet gathered there to 
greet her unbottled its enthusiasm and 
gave her an ovation from a thousand 
whistles. The fleet also courteously 
saluted the Shamrock as she swept 
around, 2m, 1s. later, 

On the beat home against a head 
wind the Columbia showed her heels to 
the Irish boat unmistakeably while the 
wind held. Time after time the Sham- 
rock tried for the weather gauge, luff- 
ing, squeezing and pinching until her 
head sails trembled, bit without avail. 
The Columbia not only held as high, 
but outfooted her. tack after tack. The 
yachts made a beautiful spectacle as 
they beat to windward, heeling over to 
the breeze, the water sliding swiftly 
back from their sharp bows. hen- 
ever they smashed into an_ unusually 
large sed, the spray dashed from either 
side twenty feet in the air. 

After the Columbia had gotten a mile 
ahead and the yachts were way over 
under the Jersey shore, the breeze again 
failed, and the § drew gradu- 


aliy aliead. It was miarvelous that in 
so light a breeze a boat could slip se 
ewif through the séa. After i 
the rock was never headed, but 
from that time to the finish the Colum- 
bia had nothing but bad luck. In addi- 
tion to her faster footing powers in the 
extremely light air, every puff of the 
capricious wind seemed to strike the 
Shamrock and leave the Yankee boat 
practically med. Edge as she 
would toward every streak of wind, she 
seemed unable to find it. The Sham- 
rock gained foot by foot until she over- 
hauled the Yankee, crossed her bows, 
and when the time limit was up, was 
fully a quarter of a mile ahead. 

Taken altogether, 
have been a more unsatisfactory race, 
and yet, as a result of it, the friends of 
the cup defender seemed proud of the 
showing she had made, and feel con- 
fident that the cup is safé,

STRIKERS TO PROCEED ALL SAME 
COXEY’S ARMY. 


Men, Women and Children Being 
Gathered by the Creusot Unions 
to Begin the Tramp This Morn- 
ing—Trouble for the Govern- 
ment. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

PARIS, Oct. 3.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
The strike at the Creusot Iron Works 
is causing anxiety in government cir- 
cles, and a Cabinet meeting is to be 
held tomorrow, instead of Thursday to 
discuss the situation. It appears that 
the labor unions are seeking to organ- 
ize a general strike throughout France. 
The Creusot unions are arranging for 
men, women and children to start for 
Paris at 5 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
They will travel as a caravan and 
make thirty kilometers daily. 

It is believed that the march on 
Paris was suggested by politicians hos- 
tile to the government, and that they 
are secretly 7Turnishing the strikers 
with money. The government’s action 
is anxiously awaited.

THE BOUNDARY AWARD. 


COMMISSION AT PAROS MAKES 
PUBLIC ITS DECISION. 


Result of Deliberations Considered 
to Be in the Nature of a Com- 
promise—Some of Great Britain’s 
Claims Disallowed—Verdict Was 
Unanimous. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 

PARIS, Oct. 3.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
By the direction of the Anglo-Venezueé- 
lan Arbitration Commission some of 
Great Britain's claims as to the in- 
terior and on the coast in the Ven- 
ezuela boundary dispute, are disal- 
lowed. Her frontier will start at the 
Waini River. 

The award was unanimous. It is con- 
sidered in the nature of a compromise, 
rather than favoring Venezuela. It 
was read at 12:05 o’clock p.m. The de- 
cision, which was read by M. F. De- 
Martins, the umpire, who has presided 
over the deliberations of the tribunal, 
is as follows: 


“The undersigned, by these presents, 
give and publish our decision determin- 
ing and judging, touching and con- 
cerning the questions that have been 
submitted to us by said arbitration; 
and, in conformity with said arbitra- 
tion, we decide, declare and pronounce 
definitely that the line of frontier of 
the colony of British Guiana and the 
State of Venezuela is as follows: 

“Starting on the coast at Point Playa, 
the frontier shall follow a straight line 
to the confluence of the Barima and the 
Maruima, thence following the thal- 
weg of the latter, to the source of the 
Corentin, otherwise called the Cutari 
River. Thence it shall proceed to the 
confluence of the Haiwa and the Ama- 
kuru; thence following the thalweg of 
the Amakuru its source in the Plain 
of Imatika: Mace in a southwesterly 
direction, alo the highest ridge of 
the Imatika Mountains, to the highest 
point of the Imatika chain, opposite 
the source of the Barima, and the 
principal chain of the Imatika Moun- 
tains; thence in a southeasterly direc- 
tion to the source of the Acarabisi. 

“Following the thalweg of the Acara- 
bisi to the Cuuyni, the northern bank 
of which it shall follow in a westgrly 
direction to the confluence of the 
Cuuyni and the Vanamu; thence along 
the thalweg of the Vanamu to its west- 
ernmost source; thence in a straight 
line to the summit of Mt. Rorarima, 
and thence to the source of the Colinga. 
From this point the frontier shall fol- 
low the thalweg of the Colinga to its 
confluence with the Takulu; thence 
along the thalweg of the Takulu 
to its source; thence in a straight line 
to the most western point of the Ake- 
trari Mountains, the highest ridge of 
which it shall follow to the source of 
the Corentin, whence it will follow the 
course of the river.” 

The award of the tribunal, briefly 
summarized, means that of the 60,000 
square miles claimed for Venezuela 
that country obtains only 100 square 
miles, formed purtly of the marsh land 
near the River Barima, and a portion 
of the interior. which Great Britain 
retains all the forest country. 

FAVORS THE BRITISH. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 3.—It is stipulated that 
the frontier hereby delimitated reserves 
and in no way prejudices questions act- 
ually existing or that may hereafter 
arise between Great Britain and the 
Republic of Brazil, or between the Re- 
public of Brazil and Venezuela. 

In fixing the above delimitation, the 
arbitrators consider and decide that, 
in time of peace, the rivers Amaguru 
and Barima shall be open to naviga- 
tion by the merchant shipping of all 
nations,» due reserve being made with 
regard to equitable regulations and the 
payment of light dues and other like 
imposts on conditions that the dues 
levied by Venezuela and British Gulana 
on ships traversing the parts of these 
rivers owned by them, respectively, 
shall be imposed in accordance with 
the same tariff of Venezuelan and Brit- 
ish vessels. These tariffs are not to ex- 
ceed those of all other countries. 

The award proceeds also upon the 
condition that neither Venezuela nor 
British Guiana shall impose any cus- 
toms duty upon goods carried in ves- 
sels, ships or boats passing through 
these rivers, such customs being levied 
only on goods landed upon Venezuelan 
territory, or on the territory of Great 
Britain respectively. 

One of the counsel for Great Britain 
made the following statement to the 
Associated Press: “The award prac- 
tically endorses the jud nt of Sir 
Robert Schomburegk, whose line it fol- 
lows except in a few particulars. 
Great Britain acquires the whole of 
the River Cuyuni, involving a site 
which Venezuela alleged to be a fort 
at the jurfction of the Curumu and the 
Cuyuni. The marshy district has been 
awarded to Venezuela possibly on the 
principle of national security, but with 
the condition that the Orinoco shall be 
a free waterway to all nations. This 
of land covers about thirty 
square miles. All the valuable plan- 
tations and gold fields are now indis- 
settled within British terri- 
ory.” 


HARRISON’S FER. 


Said to Have Received a Quarter of 
a Million Dollars. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 3.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. } It is said that ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison’s fee as chief counsel 
for the republic of Venezuela in the 
arbitration proceedings is to be $250,000. 
It is said that he refused to make any 
charge until he had examined care- 
fully into the case, and when he com- 
municated to the Venezuelan govern- 
ment his conviction that England was 
wrong in her contention he imme- 
diately received an offer of a fee of 
$250,0000 to undertake the case. 

In order to give his whole time to it 
the ex-President refused retainers in a 
number of important cases, and for 
nearly two years he has applied him- 
seif wholly to the Venezuelan case.

Caldwell ‘also left their 
carriages and were warmly greeted by 
the members of the Reception Commit- 
tee. Only a few minutes elapsed before 
the admiral reappeared with the Pres- 
dent. and they took seats in the White 
House carriage. 

he members of the Cabinet occu- 
pied the next three carriages, former 
Secretary Alger sitting with Secretary 
Long, and then followed the various 
officials who had been assigned places 
mear the central] figure of the demon- 
stration. 

The carriages swept brisky down the 
curved driveway into Pennsylvania 
avenue: there was a blare of bugle 
commands, a clash of bands, and the 
great procession started. It was a 
magnificent an@inspiring sight, as the 

rade swung into the long stretch of 
the handsome thoroughfare. Through 
the broad street. cleared from curb to 
curb, with the majastic Capitol tower- 
fing from the further end, and the 
Treasury behind, the marching hosts 
moved between two solid walls of en- 
thusiastic, shouting. gesticulating hu- 
manity, banked solidly from the curbs 
and rising, tier on tier, on every con- 
ceivable kind of structure, to the 
crowded roofs and windows, while 
above, below, and all about fluttered 
flags, bunting and Dewey emblems and 
devices, forming a bankground of bril- 
liant color. 

At the head of the line rode Maj.-Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, commanding general 
of the army, in the full uniform of his 
rank, with the yellow field marshal’s 
gash from shoulder to hip. He was on 
@ superb gray horse, richly caparisoned. 

Back of him was rank after rank of 
military aides, all officers of high rank. 
The  brilliant-coated Marine Band 
added color and inspiring music to the 
gay scene, and following them came 
every describable kind of soldier, satlor 
and marine, mounted and afoot, infan- 
try and cavalry, the marines in their 
short blouses and helmets, the jackies 
from the Raleign and other warships, 
battery after battery of light artillery 
and the mammoth §-inch siege guns of 
the Seventh Artillery, each drawn by 
eight horses. Then the crimson trap- 

ings of the artillery changed to the 

llow of cavalry, as line after line of 
Yellow-plumed troopers rode by, and 
then came Dewey. 

All that had gone before was but a 


brilliant prelude to the coming of the 


man of Manila, riding with the Presi- 
dent, on his way to the Capitol, to re- 
ceive the Nation's tribute. . They were 
fn the President’s private carriage, 
seated on the rear seat, the President 
on the right. The President raised his 
hat only occasionally, leaving to the 
admiral the acknowledgment of the 
plaudits of the multitude. 

What an ovation' From end to end, 
the avenue rang with deafening. cheers, 
and the banks of humanity took on life 
and motion as flags and handkerchiefs | 
were waved madly. Following the ad- 


‘giral came the officers and men of his 


flagship, the Olympia, in double ranks, 
etretching across the avenue, and then 
distinguished officers of the navy and 
army. The members of the Cabinet 
yode in carriages. With them were 
Capt. Lamberton, Flag Lieutenant 
Brumby and others of the admiral’s

Still another brilliant division was 
formed by the governevs of States, 
mounted and accompanied by their 
staffs.

President. with his Cabinet, was 
shown into the President's room.

“America has never lacked -great 
men. When the crucial hour in her 
history has struck. the man of the 
crisis has appeared. A great man 
gazed through the darkness of time 
and space and saw on the horizon the 
Star of a new world. Great men 
ploughed unknown = seas, _ pierced 
boundless forests, subdued savage foes 
and wrought the harsh features of the 
Wilderness into the smiling face of this 
fair land. Our colonial infancy, our 
provincial youth, our struggling man- 
hood, have been fostered and protected 
by the wisdom and courage of great 
men. Their blood has given us in- 
dependence abroad and freedom at 
home. We have withstood foreign 
war and domestic malice  chieijly 
through them. 

To them it is due that we but yes- 
terday stood a united, though an iso- 
lated nation, and sent forth to the 
world a challenge in the name of hu- 
manity. It was your signal good for- 
tune that made you the challenger. 
But it was altogether your own great 
qualities that made the challenge good 
that won the fight: that maintained 
the victory; that put the nation’s flag 
so high in the eastern sky that all could 
see it; that made the whole world 
know and say that our nation isa citi- 
zen of the world, come to play a man’s 
part and to demand a man’s power 
and honor.

SECRETARY LONG'S SPEECH. 
Secretary Long spoke as follows: 
“My dear admiral: Let me read a 
few extracts from our official corre- 
spondence, covering less than a fort- 
night’s time and now known the world 
over: 

“WASHINGTON, April 24, 1898.— 
Dewey, Hongkong: War has com- 
menced between the United States and 
Spain. .Proceed at once to Philippine 
Islands. Begin operations at once, par- 
ticularly against the Spanish fleet. You 


must capture vessels or destroy. Use 
utmost endeavors. 
[Signed] 


“"MANILA, May 1, 1898.—Secretary 
of the Navy, Washington: The squad- 
ron arrived at Manila at daybreak this 
morning. Immediately engaged en- 
emy and destroyed the following ves- 
sels. . The squadron is uninjured. 
Few men were slightly wounded. 
[(Signed] ‘DEWEY.’ 
“*"May 4—Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington: I have taken position off 
the naval station Philippine Islands. I 
control the bay completely, and can 
take city at any time. The squadron 
is in excellent health and spirits. I am 
assisting and A protecting sick and 
wounded. 

[Signed] * *(DEWEY.'* 
“*WASHINGTON, May 17,  1898.— 
The President, in the name of the 
American people, thanks you and your 
officers and men for your splendid 
achievement and overwhelming vic- 
tory. In recognition, he has appointed 
you acting rear-admiral and will! rec- 
ommend a vote of thanks to you by 
Congress as a foundation for further 
promotion.’ 

“In those few words, what a volume 

of history: what a _ record of swift, 
high, heroic discharge of duty. You 
went, you saw, you conquered. It 
seems but yesterday that the republic, 4 
full of anxiety, strained its listening 
ear to catch the first word from those 
distant islands of the sea. It came 
flashing over the wires that May morn- 
ing, as the sun burst through the 
clouds and filled every heart with the 
illumination of its good cheer. In the 
twinkling of an eye your name was 
on every lip; the blessing of every 
American was on your head, and your 
country strode instantly forward, a 
mightier power among the nations of 
the world. As we welcome you back 
there comes back also the vivid picture 
of that time, with all its hopes and 
fears and with all its swift succeed- 
ing triumph and glory. Let me now 
read the act of Congress in pursuance 
of which we are here. 
** *Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Congress assembled, 
that the Secretary of the Navy be, and 
is hereby authorized to presenta sword 
of honor to Commodore George Dewey 
and to cause to be struck bronze med- 
als, commemorating the battle of Ma- 
nila Bay and to distribute such med- 
als to the officers and men of the 
ships of the. Asiatic squadron of the 
under command of 
Commodore George Dewey on May 1, 
1898. and that, to enable the Secretary 
to carry out this resolution, the.sum 
of $10,000, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated. 

“*Approved, June 3, 1898.’ 

“It was by this solemn enactment. 
approved by thé President, that the 
people of the United States made pro- 
vision for putting in material for one 
expression of their appreciation of your 
valor as an officer @f their navy, and 
of your great achievement as their 
representative in opening the door to 
a new era in the civilization of the 
world. 

“The victory at Manila Bay gave 
you rank with the most distinguished 
naval heroes of all times. Nor was 
your merit most in the brilliant vic- 
tory which you achieved in a battle 
fought with the utmost gallantry and 
skill, waged without error and crowned 


long after the

to

livery threw a naval cloak over the 
Shoulders of the admiral as he took 


with overwhelming success. It was 
still more in the nerve with which you 
sailed from Hongkong to Manila Har- 
bor; in the spirit of your conception of 
attack; in your high commanding con- 
fidence as a leader who had weighed 
every risk and prepared for every 
emergency, and who also had that un- 
faltering determination to win, apy 
that utter freedom from the thought 
or possibility of swerving from his 
purpose, which are the very-assurance 
of “victory. 

“No captain ever faced a more cructal 
test, when. that morning, bearing the 
fate and the honor of your country in 
your hand, thousands of miles from 
home, with every foreign port in the 
world shut to you: nothing between 
you and annihilation but the thin 
sheathing-of your ships, your cannon 
and your devoted officers and nien. you 
moved upon the enemy’s batteries on 
shore and on sea with unflinching faith 


and nerve. and, before the sun was 
half-way up in the heavens, had si- 
fenced the guns of the foe. sunk the 
hostile fleet. demonstrated the su- 


premacy of the American sea power, 
gp? transferred to the United States an 
empire of the islands of the Pacific. 
Later, by your display of large 
powers of administration, by your 
poise and prudence, and by. your great 
discretion, not only in act, but also in 
word. which is almost more important, 
pos proved yourself a great represen- 
ive citizen o h 
f the nited States, as 
great naval hero. The tus- 
| ter of the American navy was gliori- 
ously bright before, and you have 
to it a new luster. Its constella- 
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you have added to it another star of 
the first magnitude. 

“And yet, many of your grateful 
countrymen feel that, in the time to 
come, it may be your still greater honor 
that you struck the first blow, under 
the Providence of God, in the enfran- 
chisement of those beautiful islands 
which make the great empire of the 
sea; in relieving them from the bond- 
age and oppression of centuries, and in 
putting them on their way, under the 
protecting shield of your country’s 
guidance, to take their place in the 
civilization, the arts, the industries, 
the liberties and all the good things of 
the most enlightened and happy na- 
tions of the world, so that generations 
hence your name shall be to them a 
household word, enshrined in their 
history and in their hearts. 

“Clouds and darkness may 
about them now, but the shining out- 
come is as sure as the rising of the sun. 
Whatever the passing tribulations and 
difficulties of the present moment, they 
will in due time, soon and surely, give 
way.to the dawn of a glorious new 
day—the day not of any mere selfish 
imperial dominion of one people over 
another, but of the imperial moral and * 
physical growth and expansion of all 
the peoples, whatever their race or 
language or color, who have come un- 
der the shelter of the broad shield of 
the United States of America. 

“By authorizing the presentation of 
this sword to you, as the mark of its 
approval, your country has recognized, 
therefore, not only the great rich fruits 
which, even before returning from your 
victory, you have poured into her lap, 
but also her own responsibility to dis- 
charge the great trust which is thus 
put upon her.and fulfill the destiny of 
her own growth and of the empire that 
s now her charge. It is a new demand 
upon all the resources of her con- 
science, wisdom and courage. It is a 
work in the speedy and beneficent con- 
summation of which she is entitled to 
the cordial help, sympathy and uplift 
of all her citizens, not the faint-hearted 
doubts and cavils of any of them. It 
is a work on which she has entered in 
the interest of early peace in those 
new lands, their stable government. the 
establishment in them of law and or- 
der, the security of life and property, 
and the American standards of pros- 
perity and home. : 

“Let those who fear remember that, 
though her children, guided by you, 
took the wings of the morning and 
dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea, 
even there the hand shall hold them. 
In this work, in view of the great part 
you have taken in_the sudden develop- 
ment of her sovereignty, your full 
knowledge of the situation and the just 
hold you have on the hearts of all her 
people, she looks for your con- 
tinued service and listens for your 
counsel in the high hope and purpose 
that the triumph of her peace shall be 
even greater-than her triumph in war. 
“It is my good fortune, under the 
terms of the enactment of Congress, 
to have the honor of presenting to you 
this beautiful sword. If, during the 
many coming years, which I trust will 
be yours,’of useful service to your 
country, it shall remain sheathed in 
peace, as God grant it may, that fact 
will, perhaps, be due more than to 
anything else to the thoroughness with 
which you have already done its work. 
“IT congratulate you on your return 
across the sea in full health of mind 
and body to receive it here; here in 
the national capital: here, on these 
consecrated steps where Lincoln stood; 
here, standing between the statue of 
the first President of the United 
State and him who is its living Presi- 
dent today; here in this beautiful city, 
adorned with the statues of its states- 
men and heroes, the number incom- 
plete until your own is added: here 
amid this throng of citizens who are 
only a type of the millions and mil- 
lions more who are animated by the 
same spirit of affectionate and grateful 
welcome. I cannot doubt that it is 
one of the proudest days of your life, 
and I know it is one of the happiest

with the blue field of the shield in 
enamel. Below them are the arms of 
Vermont, Dewey’s native State, with 
the motto ‘“‘Freedom and Unity,” and 
the colors of the shield oin enamel. 
The plain part of the gold collar is 
decorated with stars, and a graceful 
finish is given to it by a narrow band 
of oak leaves. : 

The sword blade is Damascened with 
the inscription: “The gift of the Na- 
tion to Rear-Admiral George Dewey, 
U.S.N., in memory of the victory at 
Manila Bay, May, 1, 1898.’’ 

The sword grip is covered with fine 
shark's skin, bound with gold wire and 
inlaid with gold stars. The guard is an 
eagle, terminating in a claw which 
grasps the top in which the blade is 
set, the eagle’s outstretched wings 
forming the guard proper. The scab- 
bard is of thin steel, Damascened with 
gold, with sprays of a delicate sea 
plant, the Ross marinus, typical of 
fidelity, constancy and remembrance. 
These sprays are interlaced; stars 
fill the inner spaces, dolphins the outer* 
spaces. Sprays of oak leaves and 
acorns secure the rings and trappings 
of the scabbard:; above these, on the 
front of the scabbard, is a raised mono- 
gram in diamonds, entwining the lIet- 
ters, “G. D.,” and immediately under 
them are the letters “U. 5S. N.,”’ sur- 
rounded by sprays of the sea plant. 
The ferrule, or lower end of the 
scabbard, terminates in entwined gold 
dolphins. The sword box is of white 
oak, inlaid with black velvet, and the 
center of the cover has a gold eagle, 
inlaid and inscribed with a single star 
and the words, ‘“Rear-Admiral George 
Dewey, U.S.N.” 

MILITARY ESCORT. 
[ASSOCIATED FRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—There was 
the usual bustle and confusion follow- 
ing the benediction, while the ar- 
rangements for the review of the mili- 
tary escort by Admiral Dewey were 
carried out. While the police (prior 
to the troops getting in motion) were 
forcing the crowd back to give a clear 
passageway for the troops across the 
plaza, there were demands from the 
crowd to “Hold up the sword.” 

Admiral Dewey, complaisant as al- 
ways, lifted it, and then it was raised 
again by one of the committeemen. 
Upon the latter putting it down, Ad- 
miral Dewey, at the request of a pho- 
tographer perching on a step-ladder 
near by, held the sword in both hands, 
while the camera was snapped. 

The admiral and the President then 
seated themselves and conversed ani- 
matedly. The former was facing south, 
and he noticed a little girl, probably 
4 years old, in the crowd near the 
stand, kissing her hand to him. In an 
instant his face was aglow, and he 
waved both hands to the young one. 
There was some delay in the starting 
of the escort, and during the interval 
the admiral and the President were 
joined on the stand by Secretary Long, 
Secretary Hay, Secretary Hitchcock, 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs, Postmaster-General 
Smith, Secretary Root and ex-Secre- 
tary Alger. , 

The Olympia men, who had been 


in the heart of each one of your fel- 
low-countrymen wherever they are,, 
whether on the continent or on’ the 
far-off islands of the sea. 

“Now, following the authorization of, 
Congress, I present this sword of horror! 
which I hold in my hand—my hand— 
rather let it go to you through the 
hand of one who, in his youth, also 
periled his life and fought for his 
country in battle, and who today is 
the Commander-in-Chief of all our ar- 
mies and navies, the President of the 
United States.” 

THE PRESIDENT. 
As Secretary Long continued, he 
passed the sword to President McKin- | 
ley. The latter rose and faced the 
admiral. Dewey was visibly affected, 
and brushed his gloved hands across 
his eyes before standing at attention. 
The President said: 
“Admiral Dewey: From 
trance into the harbor of New 
with your gallant crew 
ship, the demonstrations which have 
everywhere greeted you reveal the 
public esteeem of your heroic action 
and the fullness of love in which you 
are held by your country. 
“The voice of the nation is lifted 
in praise and gratitude for the dis- 
tinguished and memorable services 
you have rendered the country, and 
all the people give you affectionate 
welcome home, in which I join with 
all my heart. 
“Your victory exalted American 
valor and extended American author- 
ity. There was no flaw in your vic- 
tory: there will: be no faltering in 
maintaining it. [Great applause.] 
“It gives me extreme pleasure and 
great honor in behalf of all the people 
to hand you this sword, the gift of the 
nation, voted by the Congress of the 
United States.”’ 

DEWEY REPLIES. 

The President handed the Admiral 
the sword with a deep bow, and there 
was a roar of applause as Dewey re- 
ceived it. The crowd was hushed as 
he turned to reply. He said: “I thank 
you, Mr. President, for this great 
honor you have conferred upon me. 
I thank the Congress of the United 
States for what it has done. I thank 
the Secretary of the Navy for his 
gracious words. I thank my country- 
men for this beautiful gift, ‘which 
shall be an heirloom in my family 
forever as an evidence that republics 
are not ungrateful, and I thank you, 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
committee, for the gracious, cordial 
and kindly welcome which you have 
given me to my home.” 

The band played “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and then Cardinal Gibbons 
pronounced the benediction. 

THE SWORD. 

The sword, except its steel blade 
and the body metal of its scabbard, is 
entirely of 22-karat gold. On the pom- 
mel is carved the name of the battle- 
ship Olympia, which was Dewey’s 
flagship at Manila, and the godiacal 
sign for December, in which lucky 
month Dewey,was born. Circling 
these is a closely-woven wreath of 
oak leaves, long employed to indicate 
and adorn rank.: 

-Below these, the pommel is embraced 
by a gold collar, on the front of which 
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placed at points of vantage whence 
they could sge their chief honored, first 
marched across the plaza to take the 

of honor at the right of the line, 
and were greeted with continuous 
cheering. When they fell into place 
the review began, Gen. Miles and his 
staff riding by in salute, and then tak- 
ing up a position on the plaza north 
of the stand. Admiral Dewey, the 
President and the others of the party 
remained standing during the passing 
of the troops. 

The admiral touched his chapeau to 
each organization, and removed it in 
salutation of every flag. He clapped 
his hands when the District National 
Guard came into view, and the guards 
were also given applause by the 
throngs. In the rear of the Olympla’s 
men marched detachments from the 
Machias, the Marietta and the Iowa, 
and the famous black goat, which is 
the Iowa's mascot, trotted along with 
the jackies with most amusing imper- 
tinence. The reviewing party evidently 
enjoyed this feature. 

The Olympia’s men got a splendid 
send-off from every one, the citizens in 
the mounted escort giving them three 
cheers and waving their hats as the 
“men behind the guns” passed by. 

When the review was concluded, the 
admiral and President McKinley en- 
tered the latter’s carriage. The Cabi- 
net officers and members of the com- 
mittee entered other carriages. When 
Admiral Schley. who was well down 
the list, entered his carriage, he was 
given a demonstration which continued 
all through the Capitol grounds, and 
he was compelled to rise in his car- 
riage and bow his acknowledgments 
of the warm greeting given him.

REPORTS OF WATER 
SCARCITY AT THE NORTH. 


North Hemet Mines—The Grapevine 
District—Tonto Basin, Arizona. 
Sale of New Mexico Properties. 
Strike in the Keystone—Notes. 


According to reports from the north- 
ern part of the State the scarcity | of 
water there for mining purposes is 
more serious than was at first sup- 
posed. In an article on the situation 
the San Francisco Chronicle has_ this 
further to say about it: “One of the 
notable features in the mining news of 
the week is the closing down of many 
mines in various parts of the State 
owing to the lack of water. The 
Utica, Rawhide and other famous pro- 
ducers are in the list.” 

But this is, possibly, only another 
case of where lasting good will result 
from temporary evil, for the Chronicle 
continues, saying: “It has one ad- 
vantage to mine-owners which they 
never fail to grasp—it gives an oppor- 
tunity to fix up things in and out of 
the mine, so that when ore production 
and ore reduction are again resumed 
everything 1s in good shape and capa- 
ble of producing the best results. The 
mines that have closed down this year 
because of a shortage of water to run 
their mills are putting in the time in 
this way. In future years the mines 
of Calaveras, Tuolumne and Amador 
counties are likely to be better pro- 
vided with water and power than they 
are today, for the water-storage facili- 
ties on which they have been hereto- 
fore depending are being greatly in- 
creased.”" 

NORTH HEMET MINES. 

The North Hemet group of mines, in 
the Cahuilla district, which was pur- 
chased some weeks ago from Riverside, 
Cal., parties by Denver people, bids 
fair, says the Riverside Enterprise, 
to be the center of a very lively mining 
camp this winter. It is stated that 
the present owners have made con- 
tracts with various parties to do the 
hauling of lumber, machinery, pipe 
and other supplies to the mines. They 
have also had them surveyed, “and 
one,” says the Enterprise, “who is in 
a position to know, states that it is 
the intention of the company to thor- 
oughly open up the mines, which will 


mean the expenditure of 
amount of money.” 
GRAPEVINE DISTRICT, SAN 


DIEGO COUNTY. 

The San Diego Union prints the 
substance of an investigation made 
by C. H. Atkins, of the Great Cali- 
fornia Mining Company, of the Grape- 
vine district, San Diego county. Re- 
garding the development work now 
being done in the camp, Mr. Atkins 
States that his company is running 
tunnels in two mines and sinking a 
shaft on another. One of the tunnels 
is in the Mercury mine and is now in 
thirty feet, about eight of which is 
through ore. The first ore taken out 
in this tunnel assayed $14.88 a ton. It 
is thought to be richer the farther in 
the tunnel goes, although no recent 
assays have been made. The other 
tunnel is in the Old Pick mine at 
Murphysboro, near the desert. This 
is in twenty-two feet, twelve of which 
is in ore. There is thought to be 
about three hundred feet of solid ore 
there. The first ore taken out asg- 
sayed $3.03 to the ton. | 

The company is also sinking a shaft 
on the Gen. Grant mine near War- 
ner’s ranch. The shaft is down to a 
depth of thirty-two feet, but no as- 
says have been made. Mr. Atkin said 
that as soon as the mines are suffi- 
ciently developed it is very probable 
that the company will put up a mill 
to take out the gold. Considérable 
money will be spent first, however, in 
developing the claims of the company 
between Warner’s ranch and the 
desert. A quantity of stock has been 
soldjin the East and negotiations are 
bei carried on for the sale of more. 
ONTO BASIN, ARIZONA. 

A good deal of attention is being 
paid to mining properties in the Tonto 
Basin, in the Gun Creek mining dis- 
trict, Gila county, Ariz. The Winslow, 
Ariz., Mail says that according to 
reliable report this district is likely 
to equal any other in Ariozna in the 
richness of its ores. One group of 
mines in the Basin, lately acquired by 
eastern parties, is showing up _ re- 
markably well, and in addition to the 
values they have an abundance of 
good water and plenty of timber right 
at the mines. 

THE CHUCKAWALLA DISTRICT. 

The Chuckawalla Mining Company, 
which owns a group of claiins in the 
Chuckawalla Mountains, Riverside 
county, has just completed the erection 
of a mill to crush their ore. Th2 River- 
side Press in an account of the prop- 
erty, says: ““‘The most prominent of the 
group is the Sucker State. About a 
thousand feet of development work 
has been done, showing a fine body of 
ore. The ledge is about eighteen to 
twenty feet in width. Three shafts are 
down over 100 feet each, all in ore. The 
pay streak is six feet three inches 
wide, averaging $18 in gold, and from 
5 to 12 per cent. copper to the ton. 


SALE OF THE CELL AND CLIMAX 
MINES. 

The Silver City (N. M.,) Enterprise 
contains an account of the sale of the 
Cell and Climax mines, in New Mex- 
ico, to Illinois capitalists. These prop- 
erties were discovered about nine years 
ago, and some late developments made 
in them shows the ore to be of great 
richness, portions of it being, as stated, 
almost pure silver. ‘“‘Much of the ore,” 
the Enterprise says, “which was taken 
from the development work was so 
rich that it was just melted with a 
small amount of Icad in a cupelling 


furnace, and the lead being volatilized, ' 


the silver was taken:‘out in planchas, 
980 to 990 fine.’’ The ore is said to be 
similar to that which made the Mollie 
Gibson of Colorado so famous. — 


STRIKE IN THE KEYSTONE. 


The Amador (Cal.,) Republican re- 
ports a rich strike in the Keystone 
mine, near Amador City. In its account 
of it the Republican says: 

“Nothing definite can be learned re- 
garding the finding of or the extent 
of the yellow metal, as the mine_offi- 
cials refuse to give out any important 
information. But, notwithstanding, the 
report was affirmed by the officials, 


and in no case was it denied.” 


During the day in which the discov- 
ery was made, so the report says. 
about $5000 was taken out. The free 
gold was brought up in sacks, and 
among some of the larger pieces of 
gold found was a nugget measuring 
eighteen inches in length, eight inches 
in width and one-half an inch in thick- 
ness. Old and experienced miners who 
are familiar with the Keystone ground 


say that the mine abounds in pockets, 

and that former discoveries have 

proven them to be very rich ones. 
MINING UNDER BUTTE CITY. 


Advices from Montana are that after 
several weeks of deliberation upon the 
questions of expediency and of legal 
right it has been decided to proceed 
at once to explore the depths under 
Butte’s business center. A remarkable 
discovery of ore was made while exca- 
vating for the erection of a lock of 
‘buildings, and it was that ¢éiscover 
that led to the determination to. mine 
under the city. 


MINING NOTES. 

The first discovery of gold in the 
Julian district, San Diego county, Cal., 
was made on Coleman Creek by a wo- 
man in 1869, in the bed of the creek.

very few of them hold over 1000 shares. 

The original gold nugget found by 
Marshall at Coloma, Cal., January 19, 
1848, is now in the possession of W. W. 
Allen, No. 323 Phelan building, San 
Francisco. 

There are 270,000 men at work within 
a short radius of Pittsburgh, and it is 
estimated that the gross daily value of 
trade is $6,000,000. So great is the rush 
of work in the iron regions that it is 
difficult to secure workmen enough, 
while in other parts the forces are oc- 
casionally laid off for want of imme- 
diate supplies of the raw material. 

A company has been organized to 
work the Poverty Point and Kanaka 
placer claims on the Klamath River, 
opposite Oak Bar, Humboldt county, 
Cal., at an elevation of 1900 feet. These 
two properties yielded large returns 
about twenty years ago by drifting, 
and the present company, which will 
put in a modern hydraulic plant, ex- 
pects handsomer returns.

WORKING FOR PEACE, 


KRUGER URGED TO APPEAL TO 
LORD SALISBURY. 


Consal White Telegraphe the Boer 
Chief Asking Him for a State- 
ment as 2 Base for Farther 
Negotiations. 


Premier Wires That England Desires 
to Respect the Complete Inde- 
dence of the South African 
Repablic. 


Europeans Rashing <Away (from 
Johannesburg by the Trainload. 
Assaults Upon Englishmen 
in East Africa. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Montague White, Consul-Gen- 
eral for the South African Republic 
in London, told the Associated Press 
this morning, that he _§ telegraphed 
President Kruger yesterday, urging 
him to make a personal appeal to 
Lord Salisbury, dwelling upon the 
iniquity of the war and proposing a 
statement as a basis of further ne- 
gotiations. He said he was momen- 
tarily expecting to hear thatthe 
Transvaal goverhment was sending 
an ultimatum to Great Britain declar- 
ing the dispatch of troops a casus 
belli, in which event he would be com- 
pelled to close his offices. 

Mr. White added a curious state- 
ment to the effect that a representa- 
tive of one of the largest capitalists 
of the Rand had called upon him this 
morning and asserted that it was 
known in capitalists’ circles that Lord 
Salisbury had determined that there 
should not be war and had instructed 
the Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies, Mr. Chamberlain, to wire to 
South Africa further assurances with 
régard to the British desire to respect 
the complete independence of the 
Transvaal. No confirmation of this 
is obtainable in official circles. 

The dispatches from Newcastle, 


Natal, report that telegraphic com- 
munication is interrupted beyond 
Charlestown, where the stores have 


been looted by the natives since the 
departure of the whites. Stories of 
the movements of Boers and British, 
and of the hurried muster and dis- 
patch of troops on both sides, have 
come from other points. 

A telegram from Ladysmith, Natal, 
says that the Orange Free State 
troops have occupied and closed 
Bothas Pass, on the Free State bor- 
der, and that Commandant Allriche, 
chief of the Free State artillery, is 
proceeding in the direction of Kim- 
berly with a considerable force of 
artillery. Another force of artillery, 
under Commandant Boning, has gone 
to Harrismith, while Commandant 
Smith commands-a foree of artillery 
en route for Kroonstadt. 

The latest news received from Jo- 
hannesburg, filed there yesterday, in- 
dicates that the last rush of Europeans 
to leave the town has occurred. They 
crowded the trains like sardines, oc- 
cupying every possible inch on the 
trucks. There is considerable anxiety 
with regard to the few who remain 
behind, as communication seems to be 
cut off. a 

The Mining Commissioner stated offi- 
cially that the proclamation of Sep- 
tember 29, relating to the protection 
of miners, had been withdrawn, and 
he therefore advised all Britishers to 
leave as soon as possible. 

The British steamer Lalpoora, now 
in the transport service, arrived last 
evening at Durban, Natal, with field 
artillery, a hospital corps and commis- 
sariat stores for India. The troops were 


promptly disembarked and sent by 
train up the country. 
The Natal authorities have an- 


nounced that no more mails will be 
dispatched to the Transvaal, until fur- 
ther notice. Last Friday’s mail was 


sent back from the frontier. A Bloem-. 


fontein dispatch says the Orange Free 
State government has gazetted an 
alien-expulsion law, and also a law 
forbidding the export of grain, stock 
and other necessaries without a permit. 
Commanédering is proceeding there at 
a lively rate. 

According to a dispatch from Lo- 
renzo Marquez, Portuguese East Af- 
rica, a crowd of Boers wh® were as- 
sembled at Machadorp Station forced 
the refugee burghers to uncover during 
the singing of a Boer song, and se- 
verely maltreated several Englishmen, 
stabbing one and kicking and tramp- 
ling upon others. It is reported there 
also that two ladies were outrageously 
assaulted at Paardokop. station by 
Boers, one being struck in the face by 
a rifle shoved through the railway car- 
riage window, and the other struck 
by her assailant’s fists. 

The War Office, it is reported, has 
received an offer from 2009 officers and 
men of the Cuban army for service in 
the Transvaa!. 

Among the steamers chartered by the 
British government today for purposes 
of transport is the Nomadic. 

Lloyd’s publishes a report that gold 
valued at £500,000, in transit, has been 
secured by the Transvaal! authorities. 

GEN. BULLER'S STAFF. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.! 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The staff of Gen. 
Sir Redvers Buller, who is to com- 
mand the British forces in South 
Africa, has been officially gazetted. kh 
is the largest since the Crimean war. 

PREPARATIONS CONTINUE. 
f[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—There are no new 


developments in the Transvaal situa- 
tion. Arrangements for the dispatch 
of war stores and men continue. A 
quantity of balloon material has been 
sent to South Africa, the War Office 
that military ballooning 
will prove of the greatest value in the 
kind of warfare expected in South 
Africa.

“The day has been passed in inven- | 
tion and contradiction of rumors of an | 
outbreak of war, with the final resuit | 
that the situation is unchanged. The 
British reserves are liable to be called 
out before the end of the week, and 
the Boers are already under arms, and 
are not likely to disband without 
fighting. 

“Sir Redvers Buller’s departure is 
not yet settled, in spite of numerous 
contradictory rumors. Mr. Wyndham. 
the Under Secretary of War. returned 
to London today, after spending Sun- 
day with him at Aldershot, and having 
full exchange of views regarding the 
details of military preparations. The 
Cabinet will probably not meet until 
Friday, if then, and Parliament not 
before the middle of the month. The 
ministets are not In haste to bring on 
war, but prefer to leave the bridge 
open for President Kruger’s retreat as 
long as possible.” 


BRITAIN NOT READY. 


Government is not Hurrying With 
Its Ultimatam. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, Oct. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] While all dispatches from South 
Africa dwell upon the condition of wild 
excitement there, and the expected im- 
minence of a Boer ‘attack, there is in 
reality little change in the situation, 
although the massing of the Boers in 

all directions increases the tension. 

While constant military orders are 
being issued here, progress seems very 
slow and it must still be weeks before 
Great Britain will be in a position to 
strike, although it is believed the Brit- 
ish troops now at the front or near 
it are sufficient to protect British ter- 
ritory. The government is certainly 
not showing any signs of haste in 
sending an uJtimatum. 

This is probably due to a recognition 
that Great Britain is not yet ready to 
substitute force for negotiations, and 
the Cabinet therefore is giving the 
Transvaal every opportunity to accept, 
the final propositions of Great Britain. 
AGGRESSIVE MOVE EXPECTED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Oct. 3—A dispatch from 
Durban, Natal, announces that the 
Boers are expected to take the aggres- 
sive today. The most alarming rumors 
are afloat there respecting their inten- 
tions.

“I understand that the landing of fur- 
ther troops will be regarded as a 
casus belli. Four members of the gov- 
ernment will take command of the 
commanders. Commandant Gen. Jou- 
bert started for the Natal border to- 
day with his staff.” A dispatch from 
Newcastle, Natal, reports that Com- 
mandant-Gen. Joubert has gone to 
Vryheid.

SALT LAKE. Oct. 3.—John 


_O'Melveney is dead, and Capt. J. F. 


Mills, formerly Lieutenant-Governor 


of Idaho and recently connected with 


the Second United States (volunteer) 
Engineer Regiment, is in the hands 
of the State authorities as the result 
of a tragedy which occurred here 
late this afternoon. 

O'Melveney was the chief engineer 
of the Oregon Short Line Rallroad. 
He was in his office about 4 o'clock. 
It appears he was alone when Mills 
entered. The latter had made appli- 
cation recently for work in O’Mel- 
veney's department, but had not been 
accépted. It is claimed that he blamed 
Mills fired three bullets 
into his vietim, then dropped the re- 
volver and quietly walked to General 
Traffic Manager Ecrcles's office, and tn 
the most nonchalant manner informed 
him of what he had done. He said: 
“Mr. Eccles, I have shot Mr. O’Mel- 
veney. I told him this morning that 
I would do so, and I have Kept my 
word.” 

Police Officer Lincoln appeared on 
the scene about this time and asked: 
“Are you the man who did the shoot- 
ing?’ 

Mills said that he was, and he was 
at once put under arrest. 

O'Melveney was shot while writing at 
a desk, and the ink had scarcely dried 
on the paper before has was dead. 
It appears there was no one present 
when the shooting occurred, and the 
‘xact cause of the tragedy is not 
known.

PASSING OF THE SILVER CRAZE. 

It is not ia the least surprising to 
learn that the craze for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1 is dying out in Colorado. It 
would be more surprising to learn that 


‘this craze was not dying out in Colo- 


rado; for in all other sections of the 
country, even to the remote back coun- 
ties of New Jersey, this singular hallu- 


Cination, which took possession of a 


considerable number of American citi- 
zens a few years ago, is now almost a 
thing of the past, and an unknown 
quantity. The people of Colorado are 
not, certainly, altogether different from 
the inhabitants of other sections of the 
United States. 

But the rapid change of sentiment 
among the people of Colorado is signifi- 
cant. Three years ago (as noted by a 
special correspondent of The Times, 
writing from Denver under date of Sep- 
tember 27,) the people of the State were 
practically unanimous in demanding 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. They professed to believe, 
and no doubt most of them did believe, 
that the salvation of their State and 
of the nation, depended upon the res- 
toration of silver to its old position asa 
money metal. The logic of events has 
taught the people of Colorado their 
mistake. They are enjoying, in com- 
mon with the people of all the other 
States, a season of unprecedented pros- 
perity, which has come to them without 
the restoration of silver—and, in fact, 
without any silver legislation whatever. 
While many of them still profess to be 
“bimetallists,”’ they cannot gainsay the 
truth of actual results, accomplished 
under conditions which they regarded 
as so utterly inimical as to preclude 


prosperity. 


With the falseness of their theortes 
so forcibly brought home to them, it is 
not to be wondered at that the silver 
question has lost its interest for a large 
proportion of those who were before its 
enthusiastic advocates. It is no matter 
for wonderment that “silver Repub- 
lican clubs” are becoming scarce in 
Colorado, and that the men who were 
led away in 1896 by this will-o'-the-wisp 
are returning to their former political 
allegiance. There is not much doubt 
that Colorado will line up in the Re- 
publican column next year, and will 
return a good stiff majority for Presi- 
dent McKinley. Colorado is normally 
a Republican State, and there are the 
strongest of indications that she will 
vote normally in 1900. 


When such a radical change of senti- 
ment is going on in Colorado, the 
chosen lair of the free-coinage propa- 
gandist and the habitat of the silver- 
bug, it is fair to presume Yhat similar 
changes of sentiment are in progress in 
other parts of the country. Such. in 
truth, is the case. The free-silver agi- 
tation is virtually a thing of the past. 
Free and unlimited coinage at 16 to 1, 
or at any other ratio, is not likely ever 
again to be a serious issue in American 
politics, however strenuously Mr. 
Bryan and other small-fry politictans 
with axes to grind may strive to gal- 
vanize it into life. 


When Mr. Bryan asserted in his 
speech at Dallas, Tex., on Monday, that 
his party had gained in strength on the 
issues of the Chicago platform since 
1896, he placed himself in the position 
of the man who whistles to keep his 
courage up while going through the 
woods at night. Mr. Bryan and his 
party are going through some pretty 
tall timber just now, and may be ex- 
cused for whistling any old tune: but 
they are foolish to deceive themselves 
with false hopes, or to delude them- 
selves with sugar-coated sophistries, 
for they cannot dupe the. American 
people in any such manner. 

The free-coinage craze is de2d—killed 
by General Prosperity, to whom Bryan 
so often begged to be introduced a 
couple of years ago.

ORANGE GROWERS MUST ORGANIZE. 

After several rather discouraging 
Seasons, the orange growers of South- 
ern California have, during the past 
year, enjoyed a season of unprecedented 
prosperity. Some of them have made a 
small fortune from their crop, and most 
of them have done well. 

It will not, however, do for the or- 
ange growers of this section to sit down 
| contentedly, in the belief that this con- 
dition of affairs is bound to continue, 
without any exertion on their part. 
The high prices received for oranges 
during the past season have been 
largely due to the imposition of a fair 
duty on foreign fruit, which duty was 
only secured after a hard fight by our 
people. “Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty,” and if the California or- 
ange growers expect to continue to reap 
the full benefit of their labor and in- 
vestment, they must be on the alert 
to combat movements which would 
have a prejudicial effect on the indus- 
try. 

One such movement as this is the 
proposed reciprocity treaty with Ja- 
maica, to which The Times has referred 
on several occasions during the past 
few months. A recent statement by 
Hon. John A. Kasson, to the effect that 
the proposed treaty with Jamaica will 
in no way injuriously affect the citrus 
fruit-growirlg industry of this country, 
has been widely published, and has led 
some to believe that the danger in the 
treaty to this important industry has 
been exaggerated. Mr. Kasson is, how- 
ever, mistaken. There is danger to 
California in this treaty, and those who 
are interested in the production of or- 
anges and lemons will find it so, unless 
some effort is made to have the clause 
granting a reduction of 20 per cent. on 
citrus fruits stricken out. 

It is well enough for a man in Iowa 
to talk about corn, hogs and cattle, but 
when he begins to air his knowledge on 
the produets of California and the ef- 
fects of legislation on such products he 
is out of his pasture, and needs to be 
led back. Mr. Kasson says the Cali- 
fornia orange—or at least the majority 
of the crop—does not come on the mar- 
ket until March, when the amaica 
article has all been sold. This is not 
the case. Our heaviest shipments range 
from January 10 to the middle of 
March. Especially is this so in nor- 
mal seasons. The prices have been 
generally at their best -luring this 
period. To be compelled to submit to 
competition with West India Islend 
fruit at its best season would cause sad 
havoc among the growers here. 

If the citrus-fruit industry is to be 
protected, those most interested must 
take up the weapon of defense, and see 
to it that the treaty is looked after and 
amended—or knocked out entirely. To 
do this will require money, and plenty 
of it. A committee will have to be sent 
to Washington this winter, to work as 
did the Tariff Committee of 1897. Local 
committees will be compelled to issue 
printed matter, and a steady stream of 
correspondence will necessarily have to 
be kept up. The grower will be ex- 
pected to furnish this, and the sooner 
some arrangement is made to get this 
money together, and a good working 
committee formed to move on to Wash- 
ington, the easier and more effective 
will be the result. Let a tax be levied 
on every box of fruit produced, and see 
that it is paid. Business men cannot 
be asked to assist in this. They have 
troubles enough of their own. Let the 
old Citrus Tariff Committee get to 
work. Call out the old guard, and keep 
it out until all danger is passed. 


The press dispatches tell of the loss 
of the steamer White Cloud, under 
passage from Hongkong to Manila, 
because of the ravages of white rats. 
It appears that the little animals 
picked the oakum out of the seams in 
the ship's hull and she simply col- 
lapsed, dragging down with her a) por- 
tion of her crew. This incident gives 
a clear illustration of a disaster that 
has happened in American politics. 
The white rats of Bryanism, Populism, 
anarchy, rag-moneyism and crankism 
have picked the oakum out of the 
seams of the old Democratic ship, and 
she is now drifting, water-logged, on 
a turbulent sea, preparatory to mak- 
ing a final plunge in the year 1900.

the restoration of peace and the devel- 
opment of the islands under American 
authority and auspices. They falsely 
declare that the war in the Philippines 
is a@ war waged by capitalists for the 
benefit of capitalists, and that the la- 
boring people of the country will be re- 
quired to pay the expenses of the war, 
while they will derive no compensating 
benefits from the acquisition of the new 
territory. These specious pleas are de- 
signed to “split the ears of the ground- 
lings,”” and to deceive the class of men 
to whose prejudices they make appeal. 
They may succeed for a time, but they 
will fail of their object in the long run, 
for their sophistry is so transparent 
that it cannot long masquerade in the 
guise of truth. 

It must be apparent to the veriest 
tyro in economics that no considerable 
expansion of our foreign trade, not 
even of our domestic trade, could oc- 
cur without benefiting the laboring 
men of the country directly; for ex- 
pansion of trade means an increased. 
output of manufactures or of agricul- 
tural products, or of both, and this in- 
creased output of products necessarily 
means increased employment for labor. 
The capitalists may conduct the com- 
mercial part of the transaction, but the 


men who perform the manual labor- 


must do their part of it or the transac- 
tion will utterly fail. If we export 
goods we must produce them, and if 
we produce them we must employ la- 
bor. Thus—as_ territorial expansion 
means trade expansion—it is obvious 
thatthe acquisition of new territory will 
be directly beneficial to the laboring 


| people of the United States. 


Hon. John Barrett, in his address at 
the Simpson Auditorium, on Monday 
évening, showed conclusively that the 
Philippines, China, Japan and the 
Orient in general are at the threshold 
of an unprecedented era of develop- 
ment, and that these countries will 
soon want, in large amounts, our flour, 
our timber, our canned goods, butter, 
groceries, dried fruits, cotton, kerosene 
oil, chemicals, medicines, leather, ma- 
chinery, electric cars, sewing machines, 
engines, clocks, watches, electrical 
supplies, etc., etc. Whence is to come 
the supply for these heavy demands 
for our products? The asking of this 
question suggests its answer. If we 
supply these things we must produce 
them, and to produce them we must 
give employment to labor. In this way, 
and to this extent, the laboring men 
and women of the nation are directly 
interested in the subject of expansion, 
so-called; and their interests lie almost 
wholly upon the affirmative side of the 
question. 


_ Senator Foraker made a good point 
in his speech at Hamilton, O., a few 
evenings ago when he said that as 
long as there is fighting in the Philip- 
pines there can only be two sides to 
it, and one is the American side. The 
people in this country who are op- 
posing our soldiers ought to be able 
to see that if they are not for the 
country they are against it, and that, 
consequently, the term traitor when 
applied to them is not a misnomer. 
So long as our soldiery are under the 
fire of an enemy, we do not care 
whether the enemy is white, black, 
red or any other color, it should be the 
pride of the good American citizen to 
stand behind those who. are on the 
firing line, cheering them to the echo 
at every advance they make into the 
enemy’s country. There is a struggle 
on in the Philippines and our men are 
being killed by those in insurrection 
against the flag, and, as Gov. Roose- 
velt says: “No man can hesitate in 
this struggle and ever afterward call 
himself a true American and a true 
patriot.” 


The Democrats of San Francisco 
have again nominated James D. Phelan 
for Mayor, and it looks as if the Re- 
publicans would be compelled to get 
up early and work late in order to 
pick out a man who can beat him. 
Mayor Phelan has made a splendid 
executive, having given the metropolis 
one of the most efficient Mayors it 
has ever had. While The Times likes to 
see the Republicans win, it likes still 
better to see the best man win, and 
unless a more deserving man than 
Mayor Phelan can be put up against 
him it were better for San Francisco 
and the State that the brilliant young 
Democrat, who has courage, integrity 
and ability, shall continue in an office 
which he has been adorning with so 
much satisfaction to the best interests 
of all concerned.

GOT MONEY'S WORTH. 


ORATORY THROWN IN 
POULTRY AT DALLAS. 


Democratic Doctrine Distribated 
from Half a Dosen Piatforms. 
Large Delegations Take Ad- 
vantage of Double Show. 


James FP. Tarvin Discourses on 
Trusts and Free Silwer—Says the 
Party Stands Committed to 
thé Chicago Platform. 


0. H. P. Belmont Has No Time to 
Spend on Issues, but Makés a 
Plea for Harmony—Bryan’s 
Opinion of the Boers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

DALLAS (Tex.,) Oct. 3.—Last night's 
and this morning’s trains brought in 
large delegations to swell the throngs 
of Democrats from the West and 
Southwest, who have come to attend 
the carnival. Democratic doctrine was 
expounded from half a dozen platforms 
morning, afternoon and evening yes- 
terday, but many prominent party men, 
who are here. from all parts of the 
country, are yet to be heard. 

Today the crowds are larger and the 
interest is heightened by the pro- 
gramme of oratory prepared for their 
entertainment. The State Fair, usu- 
ally the event of the year in this sec- 
tion, has been almost lost sight of in 
the present political demonstrations, 
which were arranged as an adjunct to 
the agricultural exhibit. Prize butter 
and blue-ribbon poultry have become 
tame topics of discussion when placed 
in connection with expansion and the 
trusts. 


The fair grounds were crowded long 
before 10:30 o’clock, the hour fixed for 
the first speech of the morning. 

Col. Bryan and party arrived at the 
Srand stand at 10:25 o’clock. Ex-Gov. 
Crittenden and Maj. Salmon of Mis- 
souri, Judge Tarvin of Kentucky, Gov. 
Sayers, Senator Berry of Arkansas, 
Champ Clark, John I. Martin, Con- 
gressman Sulzer, O. H. P. Belmont and 
the entire Texas delegation sat on the 
platform. 

At 11:45 o’clock Chairman Carden 
called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced Hon. James P. Tarvin, president 
of the Ohio Valley League of Bimetallic 
Clubs. Judge Tarvin said in part: 

“The Democracy of this nation now 
stands upon a declaration of principles 
applicable to all classes, all kinds and 
all conditions. It is a declaration suited 
not only to the poor, but to the rich as 
well; to those in the East, in the West, 
the North and the South; to the black 
and to the white alike, and to all men 
without distinction of race, color or 
religion. 

*“‘We declare that individual labor and 
individual enterprise constitute the ba- 
sis of all that is, of all that has been 
and of all that can be. We assert that 
every dollar of wealth in this land 
owes its being to the sweat of labor; 
that no corporation ever created a dol- 
lar; that no trust ever created a dol- 
lar, and that no government ever cre- 
ated a dollar. Every corporation on 
earth might die, the world would still 
live; every trust in the world might 
dissolve, the world still live: every gov- 
ernment might go, and still the people 
could live; but when the sweat of labor 
ceases to flow, when the back of labor 
ceases to bear its burden, and when 
the muscles of labor cease to strain, 
then the corporations, the trusts, the 
and the world no longer 

ve 


Tarvin spoke of the operation of 
trusts, and continued: 

“The trust is not a creature of God; 
the trust is not a result of the operation 
of natural laws; the trust is not a nat- 
ural or a normal thing; the trust is 
the child of legislation. To it the cor- 
9 principle is the breath of life. 

ithout the corporation the _ trust 
never could have been, and the cor- 
poration is the creature of legislation. 
Legislatures undertook to create a big- 
ger and stronger man than the God 
created man; the legislature took two 
men, three men, or a hundred men, and 
put them together, and thereby made 
a legislative man; it took the wealth 
of two men, three men, or a hundred 
men, and put that wealth together. 
This creature of the Legislature was 
called a corporation, and the corpora- 
tion was sent forth to compete with 
the individual in all the departments 
of business. The corporation has per- 
petual life, while the individual has 
to die. The private property of the 
stockholders of the corporation was 
made in whole or in part exempt from 
liability for corporate debts, while the 
individual has to pay his debts in full. 
The corporation could always command 
more capital than the individual, and 
thereby obtain advantages in trade. 
The individual has a soul; the cor- 

tion has not. 

“The individual has a heart and is 
actuated by motives of charity, hu- 
manity and justice, while the corpora- 
tion has no heart, and does not know 
the meaning of charity, humanity or 
justice. The man is the image of God; 
the corporation is a machine. The 
corporation has the advantage and the 
result was that the corporation, the 
creature of legislation, drove the crea- 
ture of God, the individual, out of the 
vineyard. The corporations desired 
naturally to become greater and 
stronger than they were; they desired 
a further concentration of wealth; 
therefore, they combined, and.in that 
combination became the trust. There- 
fore, the trust is the creature of legis- 
lation. The purpose of that legislation 
was to prevent each man receiving 
for himself the benefit of his own la- 
bor; the purpose of that legislation 
was to enrich some men without labor 
and in so doing to impoverish and 
rob a great many men who did labor. 

“The rapid growth of the trust has 
at length attracted the attention of the 
people to the system of legislation that 
has been going on since the close of the 
civil war. A great many suggestions 
have been made as to the regulation or 
suppression of trusts. There ought to 
be no question as to the regulation of 
trusts: the only question d5ught to be 
as to how they can best be extermin- 
ated; and it has been suggested that 
this may be done by a system of li- 
cense for and restrictions on the trans- 
action of business by corporations. It 
may be that this method will do, but 
the question to be decided is, which is 
the greater and the stronger one—the 
government or its creature, the cor- 
poration? If it comes down to the is- 
sue as to whether the government’ 
shall own the corporations or the cor- 
porations own the government, it seems 
to me that we should prefer that the 
government should own the corpora- 
tions. You must remember that the 
corporation is, and always has been an 
artificial, unnatural and unholy thing, 
and never ought to have been. Every 
corporation that has ever existed has 
tended by its very existence to inter- 
fere with individual enterprise and in- 
dvidual labor.”’ 

The speaker then touched upon the 
demonetization of silver and the tariff 
issue, and continued:

- Belmont, who said in part: 

We gather in the name of Democ- 
racy on the eve of a tremendous Pres- 
idential campaign. With the conven- 
tion still months away, our standard- 
bearer is practically settled upon by 
the people. The nomination will be a 
mere formality. The name of Bryan, 
Democracy’s next candidate and the 
country’s next President, is heard on 
every lip. 

“As to issues, I will say but little. 
Not that I feel lightly about them. 
Like you, I feel that the very tenure 
of American institutions is at stake. 
Our war in 1900 will be as much a war 
for liberty and independence as was 


that of our forefathers in 1776. Im- 
perialism, monopoly, militarism, 
finance, income tax; all clamor for 
consideration. 


“There is one topic, however, of 
which I may briefly expand. It is 
Democratic harmony and party union. 
It must be invoked. There must come 
an unbroken party front to build up 
victory and win triumph from the 
battle of 1900. The man who raises 
his voice to disturb it will be guilty 
of a great crime. 

“And now in the name of harmony, 
let me speak one word concerning the 
Democracy of New York; the Democ- 
racy from which I come to you and 
which I strain no truth when I say I 
fairly represent. The New York De- 
mocracy will be solidly with you in 
the coming battle. It will stand by 
and stay with you to the glorius last. 
I might say the say of the whole re- 
gion east of the Alleghenies. Papers 
and  politiclans, mugwump Repub- 
licans and traitors wearing the mask 
of Democracy, all moved by the 
power of money and greed, -will ever 
and anon tell yow of Democratic dis- 
affection in the East. Such are the 
lies and wiles of the enemies. They 
are paid by Republican money. Their 
inspiration is Hanna. Their purpose 
is the disorganization of Democracy 
and to set the South and West against 
the East. 

“IT am here today to refute those 
stories. I have come 2500 miles to brand 
these Hanna-suggested falsehoods. 
The New York Democracy, the whole 
eastern Democracy has never in its his- 
tory come closer to the general party 
heart than it has today. Name Bryan, 
make your platform what you will, and 
in the East not one in a hundred of all 
who ever wore the party badge will be 
missing from Democracy’s muster in 
November, 1900. More than that, there 
will be with them thousands upon 
thousands of others who, being Amer- 
icans and honest men long before they 
are Republicans, will leave that party 
of imperialism, foul with plunder, rot- 
ten with misrule, and, side by side with 
the followers of Jefferson, strike one 
blow for Bryan and the nation’s 
safety.

But the eclipse of 
Cleveland did not stay. It has all but 
passed. Last fall, by trick and money 
and by vigorous beating of the San 
Juan drum, the Republicans elected 
Roosevelt by a scant 16,000 plurality. 
Ouite a difference between 246.000 of two 
short years ago and 16.000. The Hanna 
party exhausted efforts to do that.

There are several 
difficult questions in this and similar 
cases. for sociologists to solve, chief of 
which is, how to imprison such degener- 
ates before they can reproduce their 
kind. 


The record of all sorts of fights where 
the women were “in it” gives hope to 
the dnti-saloon cohorts in Pasadena 
that their campaign for a sanitary dis- 
trict will be a regular fight-to-a-finish 
affair.

TWO SECRET SESSIONS. 


COMMISSION CONSIDERS 
FORCE CHANGES, 


POLICE

Secret sessions are now much in 
vogue in the Police Commission. Every 
time that a meeting has been held for 
several weeks past, the board has ad- 
journed to the sanctum sanctorum in 
the Mayor's office to hold an executive 
meeting.

It has been commonly reported that 
the commission had decided upon a 
very radical change in the department, 
affecting not only the patrolmen, but 
Some of those who are at present in 
charge of the watches and employed 
fm the office.

COMPLAINTS INVESTIGATED. 

Officer H. G. Johnson, who had been 
detailed by the Chief to investigate the 
complaint of M. L. Fagin et al., aver- 
ring that a number of incorrigible boys 
just north of Brooklyn avenue had 
been stealing property and insulting 
women and children, reported that the 
trouble arose over a melon patch. 
The report explained to the commis- 
sion that it was very hard to keep a 
boy and a watermelon separated #0 
long as the watermelon was close to 
the fence. No officer regularly patrols 
the vicinity and it would do no good to 
send an officer there, as the boys would 
not repeat their thefts while the officer 
was about. The report suggested that 
the petitioners seek relief by filing a 
complaint, charging the boys with petty 
larceny. The Chief suggested that the 
melon season would soon be over, and 
that there might not be any further 
cause for complaint, and the report was 
ordered filed. 

A complaint against Chris Rottman, 
proprietor of the Palm Café and Palm 
Garden saloon, at No. 419-421 South 
Main street, was brought to the at- 
tention of the Police Commission. It 
is claimed that in purchasing certain 
goods at a ridiculously low figure from 
a man who was drunk, he has proven 
unfit to conduct a saloon, and the com- 
mission was asked to revoke the li- 
cense. 

After hearing the depositions of the 
various parties to the transaction Rott- 
man was cited to appear before the 
commission next Tuesday to show 
cause why his license should not be 
revoked. The facts in the case -are 
given as follows: 

On September 20, Jack Johnson, then 
in the employ of A. D. Smith, a gro- 
ceryman of Florence, was sent to Los 
Angeles to purchase a supply of gro- 
ceries to restock the store. He took 
the team of his employer, and came 
to the city. After securing the gro- 
ceries, for which he was sent, and 
drinking heavily, Johnson started back 
to Florence, but stopped at the Palm 
Garden saloon to get more liquor. He 
took several drinks and, after getting 
into an advanced state of intoxication. 
offered to sell Rottman some sugar and 
flour. The saloon-keeper bought two 
sacks of sugar, and two sacks of flour, 
worth $13, at the wholesale house, and 
gave Johnson $1.50 for them. 

Johnson did not take the team back 
to his employer, but sent another man 
with it on the following day. Subse- 
quently he was arrested and pleaded 
guilty to embezzling supplies, on which 
charge he is now serving time in the 
City Jail. Detective Hawley, who 
originally arrested Johnson, yesterday 
testified to the facts. and also said 
that Rottman had refused at first to 
admit that he had taken but one sack 
of sugar and one sack of flour. 

The sworn statement of A. D. Smith, 
the groceryman, was read, testifying 
that he had tried to settle the matter 
with Rottman amicably, but without 
success.

THAT BINDING CONTRACT. 


Figures to Show Why a Northern 
Firm Got It. 

Considerable animadversion has been 
engendered by the action of the Hbrary 
board in awarding the contract for re- 
binding the books of the Los Angeles 
City Library to Phillips Bros., a San 
Francisco firm. The library board 
does not believe that it has been 
treated with proper consideration in 
the matter, and is of the opinion that 
if the people who are grumbling were 
acquainted with the facts they would 
have no complaints to make. 

The figures as compiled by the board 
in accordance with the terms of the 
various bids submitted, show that a

numbering 3981. Considering that the 
Same number of books should be re- 
bound during the coming year and in 
exactly the same styles as those of the 
past season, the bid of the San Fran- 
cisco firm would amount to $1549.21. Ac- 
cording to the estimates made from 
the lowest local bid, the cost for bind- 
ing the 3981 books would be $2262.30. or 
$713.09 in excess of the charge made 
by the northern house. The binding

As an actual fact, there will not be 
quite as large a difference in the work

This year there will be at least 26 
per cent. more rebinding done than 
there was last year, and the board fig- 
ures On @ Correspondingly increased 
saving. There are now 1500 books that 
need rebinding, many of which needed 
it last year. Lack of sufficient funds 
prevented it then, and the board is 
hopeful that with the reduced rates se- 
cured in the present contract, all books 
in need of attention can be rebound 
this year. The bid of the San Fran- 
cisco firm does not Include the freight 
charges necessary for conveying the 
books back and forth, but the commit- 
tee that has had the award in charge 
said yesterday that it seemed certain 
that there would be a net saving to 
the city of between $600 and $700 un- 
der the new contract. In addition, the 
new firm is compelled to put up a bond 
of $1500 for the fulfillment of the terms 
of the contract. This has never been 
demanded heretofore. 

SECOND COURSE. 

The library board has under consid- 
eration a plan for establishing a sec- 
ond course in HMbrary instruction for 
those who have passed the examina- 
tions in the studies required in the first 
course. Several of the young ladies of 
the library have so petitioned, and as 
the law provides that such courses 
shall be provided when expedient, an 
effort will be made to give the second 
course. 

During the first course, the student 
gives the service to the city free, but 
after passing the examinations the 
rules specify that if the course is con- 
tinued the library attendant shall be 
paid $10 per month. The purpose of 
the course is to give instruction to 
those who wish a more thorough library 
training. 

Two new regulations of interest to 
the public were made by the board at 
the meeting yesterday afternoon. The 
first provided that hereafter reference 
books shall not be loaned at all, and 
the second that the special charge on 
books taken out on deposit shall be re- 
duced from 10 cents a day to 5 cents. 


One Petition Filed. 

But one petition to the Council was 
filed with the City Clerk yesterday. 
Thomas Millsap askéd that the city 
vacate a thirty-foot street that was 
‘Sriginally left for part of a_ street, 
which was never opened, upon the 
north line of the Millsap addition to 
Vernondale. 


City Clerk’s Finances. 

The quarterly financial statement of 
the City Clerk shows that from the 
allowance of $14,490 for the expenses of 
the department for the present fiscal 
year, $9824.01 has been spent. The spe- 
cial election fund, to which $2500 was 
apportioned this year, has already been 
depleted by $1965.85.

JAIL LIFE DAMAGING. 


WILLIAM SKINNER’S BIG . SUIT 
AGAINST CHIEF OF POLICE, 


Plainti® Objects to Having His 
Picture in the Rogues’ Gallery 
and Being Classed Among Crim- 
inals, but the Court Holds That 
There is No Case Against the 
Chief. 


=» 


The damage suit of W. S. Skinner 
against Chief of Police Glass, his sur- 
viving surety, J. M. Elliott, and five 
police officers, was on trial all day yes- 
terday in Department .Three before 
Judge York. Skinner lives at No. 323% 
West Seventh street, and is a brass 
polisher by trade. At present he is 
an employé of W. G. Hutchinson & Co., 
and has lived in this city about three 
years. His age is something over 20. 

In his bill of complaint filed last 

March, Skinner alleges that a year agu 
last July he was injured and ag- 
grieved by wrongful acts of the Chief 
and his deputies, and asks that he be 
given a judgment for $5000 as compen- 
sation for all that he alleges he suf- 
fered at the hands of the police. He 
says that he was arrested and sub- 
jected to indignities simply because the 
police thought he had a criminal face 
and did not like its looks. 
- Skinner's troubles with the police- 
men began July 7, 1898, when he was 
at the Police Station in attendance 
upon a certain trial as a witness. It 
was then, he alleges, that two officers 
approached him in a loud, rough and 
boisterous manner, put him under ar- 
rest and lodged him in the City Jail. 
When arrested, he avers that he had 
committed no crime, and that he was 
imprisoned without being charged 
with any offense. He also complains 
that the officers handled him very 
roughly, dragged him down stairs, forc- 
ibly measured his height, and then kept 
him in jail until 8 o’clock on the even- 
ing of July 8. 

The next alleged indignity to be 
heaped upon Skinner occurred in the 
forenoon of July 8 He was taken, 
he alleges, out of his cell and put in 
front of a photographer's camera that 
pictures might be taken of him for the 
‘Rogues’ Gallery,”” where he believes 
his picture still remains among a large 
collection of criminals’ photos. 

On the same day, after sitting for 
his picture, Skinner alleges that he 
was compelled to Strip from his body 
all his clothing that the officers might 
critically examine his body all over 
and makes notes in writing of all 
scars and marks for the purpose of 
fixing his exact identity in the crimi- 
nal records. He was then booked, he 
avers, as a bad character. 

Just prior to his liberation in the 
evening Skinner was taken into the 
presence of ‘Chief Glass and about 
thirty members of the police force, 
and while in their presence was loudly 
and publicly proclaimd, he says, as a 
criminal and a man of bad character. 
He was then ordered, he alleges, to 
march back and forth, and the officers 
were ordered to look at him ‘¢losely 
that they might ever afterward be 
able to identify ‘him. : 

While he was imprisoned, Skinner 
alleges that he was not given sufficient 
food to eat; that the air in the cell 
was foul with offensive odors, and 
that his bed clothes were infested with 
lice and vermin, many of which 
formed fond attachments for himself 
and caused him the incenvenience of 
parasitic friends. 

As a result of his unpleasant expert- 
ence, Skinner avers that he was 
bruised and wounded in body, injured 
in credit and reputation, and pre- 
vented from attending to his regular 
business. And taking, into considera- 
tion the humiliation he suffered, he be- 
lieves he ought to have $5000 damages. 

The policemen who arrested Skinner 
on July 7 were Officer S. N. Baker and 
Officer P. H. Murray. They deny that 
they were acting as deputies of Chief 
Glass, but admit arresting plaintiff, not 
loudly oor _ oboisterously, however. 
Whether he was charged with any of- 
fense when put under arrest they do 
not know. 

The officials who took Skinner out of 
his cell to get his picture taken, and 


then piloted him to the inspection on 


July 8 were Detective Bradish d 
Sergt. Smith. They also deny in. r 
answer that they were working under 
the supervision of Chief Glass, and 
also deny the allegations of miscon- 
duct made in the complaint. 

The man at the camera was a Main- 
street photographer named Florentine, 
who has a contract with the city to 
picture all the rogues. He, too, enters 
@ general denial, and avers that he was 
not under the control of the Chief asa 
deputy. 

The case will probably be given to the 
jury some time this afternoon. Skin- 
ner’s counsel are F W. Allender, Esq., 
and F. M. Sallee, Esq.; the interests of 
Chief Glass and his defendants are in 
the hands of City Attorney Haas. 

Just before dinner, Skinner was put 
upon the stand and testified to the tale 
of woe related in his complaint. On 
cross-examination he was given an 
opportunity to deny that he was a 
partner of, or had anything to do with, 
@ man named Charles Freese, who is 
serving 150 days in the City Jail for 


conducting a shell game at Central, 


Park last Fourth of July. The police 
believed Skinner was “capping” for 
Freese, which led them to put him un- 
der arrest and take precaution against 
his doings in the future. They thought 
his repltation would bear them out in 
arresting him on suspicion. 

When Chief Glass was sworn, he tes- 
tified in regard to pictures in the 
Rogues’ Gallery, by saying that there 
is no such thing as a gallery. He said 
he never knew anything about Skinner 
until one day when Mrs. Skinner, anx-. 
ious and tearful, went to his office in 
the Police Station and asked to look 
at the gallery. He told her that it was 
not for public inspection, but after a 
long talk he allowed her to look. She 
said that the picture of her son was in 
there. The Chief then asked her 
whether he had been convicted of any 
crime, and she answered no, where- 
upon she was told that it would not be 
there then. But she was finally allowed 
to look, and the picture was found. 
The Chief then took the photo and tore 
it up in her presence. He testified that 
it had been put in the “album” with- 
out any order from himself, and did 
not know how it could have got there. 
The gallery, however, was only for the 
use of police officers in pursuit of 
their regular work. At this point Chief 
Glass accused Attorney Callender of 
a breach of faith in “sneaking” in 
contrary to orders and going through 
oo gallery in search of Skinner’s pic- 
ure, 

When Attorney Allender took the 
stand, he testified, in great detail, that 
he had seen three pictures of Skinner 
in the Police Station, one in the detec- 
tives’ office, and two in the Chief's 
office, beside a complete description of 
his identity. Allender then explained 
reluctantly that enmity existed between 
himself and Chief Glass, and that he 
had notattempted to negotiate with 
him to see these pictures, but had been 
compelled to use strategy to get at the 
pictures in the gallery. He stated that 
Detective Flammer had shown him the 
gallery in the Chief’s office, and once 
he had been shown through by the 
late Detective Goodman. He also said 
that he had seen the picture in the 
detectives’ office. 

The Chief was then put on the stand, 
and read the description of Skinner as 
it had been entered in the police rec- 
ords by his private secretary, Harry 
Johnson, when the prisoner was meas- 
ured according to the Bertillon system 
of identification. With this evidence 
plaintiff rested. 

A motion by Attorney Haas for non- 
suit as to all the parties defendant 


was then denied by Judge York, but a 


motion to non-suit the Chief and his 
suréty, J. M. Elliott, was granted. The 
court thought the case against the co- 
defendants ought to go to the jury, and 
the trial will be resumed this morning 
at 10 o’clock.

FAY’S FEARS, 


Thinks Hollywood Cemetery Will 
Re Too Close to His Home, | 

The Hollywood Cemetery Assocta- 
tion was made defendant !n a suit 
yesterday begun by William J. Fay, 
who prays for an injunction restrain- 
ing the association from further pro- 
ceeding to locate or establish a Géme- 
tery on its Hollywood land. Fay owns 
property at Colegrove, on which is 
located his family residence, which, he 
avers, is within not to exceed 100 feet 
of the proposed cemetery plot. If a 
burial ground is established there, he 
believes it will be in violation of his 
rights and to his irreparable injury. 

Fay endeavors to show that the land 
which the association intends to util- 
ize is almost level and unsuited for 
burying purposes, being of a kind of 
soil which, during all dry seasons, is 
broken and cut by deep cracks and 
crevices, so that dead bodies buried 
there would become exposed to the air 
and. noxious exhalations therefrom 
would corrupt the atmosphere there- 
abouts. 

During the rainy season and in wet 
years, Fay avers, the land is un- 
suited for cemetery purposes for the 
reason that the soil is thoroughly 
saturated with water, which often 
stands within not more than two or 
three feet of the surface. 

“A grave in such times would be- 
come occupied with water, rendering 
the same most improper as a place of 
deposit for dead bodies,” says the 
complainant. 

Fay also fears that drainage from 
the graves will reach and corrupt his 


well and other wells in the neighbor- | 
hood. Fearing for these reasons that | 


the proximity of the cemetery to his 
residence will greatly hazard the 
health, comfort and lives of his fam- 
ily, he therefore goes to the courts 
for a restraining order. 


DUARTE TRIAL. 


Little of Interest Taken in the Kill- 
ing of Lopes. 

The trial of Frank Duarte, charged 
with murdering Edward Lopez at Bald- 
win’s ranch last Fourth of July, 
dragged on wearily all day yesterday, 
almost totally devoid of interesting 
features. But very little interest is 
taken in the trial and the spectators 
are all Mexicans with garlicky breaths 
and fingers pinching a yellow cigarette. 

The star witness for the prosecution 
is Manual Perez, who was present at 
the shooting, although he did not see 
the fatal shot fired. He testified that 
both Lopez and Duarte were under the 
influence of liquor and were quarreling, 
After Duarte had shot at Lopez, it was 
Perez who had taken the pistol from 
him. The prosecuting attorneys yes- 
terday made every effort to get Perez 
to testify that he had been compelled 
te hit Duarte on the head with a brick, 
causing a ldéng laceration, before he 
was able to get possession of the gun, 
so bent was the Mexican on disposing 
of the deceased. Such is the belief of 
the District Attorney, but he feels that 
Perez has been terrified by the friends 
of the dead man into merely stating 
that he struck him on the head: with 
his fist. He fears that if he tells 
what the State thinks is the truth, that 
Lopez's friends may have him prose- 
cuted for assault with a deadly weapon. 

A witness by the name of Caro tes- 
tified yesterday that Perez was not 
present at the shooting. Witness stated 
that just prior to the killing, Perez 
had left the scene and’ crossed the 
road out of sight of the difficulty. 

The defense has just begun to put in 
its evidence, and the case will be re- 


sumed again this forenoon. The plea 
of self-defense is being set up. 


BIG RATE OF INTEREST. 


Mrs. Mackenzie Was Willing to Pay 
Six Per Cent. a Month. 

The foreclosure of a $300 chattel 
mortgage executed by Mrs. J. Sophie 
Mackenzie to George S. Robinson, was 
up for trial in Department Three yes- 
terday and by stipulation a judg- 
ment of $700 was entered for Robin- 
son. In February, 1895, Mts. Macken- 
zie borrowed $300 from Robinson, who 
is a money broker, and promised him 
to pay it back sixty days after date, 
her note bearing interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent. a month, compounded 
monthly. Her note was secured by a 
mortgage on an orange crop. 

Robinson, in his complaint, alleged 
that Mrs. Mackenzie,and her husband 
permitted the entire crop of oranges 
to remain upon the trees until it be- 
came valueless and was lost. This, 
he says, was contrary to his written 
request that they gather the oranges 
and dispose of them in the public 
market. 

Mrs. Mackenzie, by way of defense, 
maintained that the note had been 
fully paid, and that the orange crop 
went to waste because Robinson, as 
long as he held the chattel mortgage, 


would not permit the gathering of. 


the crop, all of which was to her 
damage in $1000. By stipulation, how- 
ever, judgment was allowed for the 
plaintiff yesterday in the sum of $700. 


THE ROSE PROPERTY. 


The Court Confirms Iis Transfer to 
a Creditor Bank. 

Judge Shaw yesterday granted the 
petition of Amanda M. Rose, executrix 
of the will Of ex-Senator L. J. Rose, 
for a confirmation and approval of 
sale of most of the property of the es- 
tate. In his life time Rose had exe- 
cuted to the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank of Los Angeles three promissory 
notes, aggregating $216,325, which, in- 
cluding interest and attorneys’ fees 
for foreclosing mortgages securing 
them, amount now to over $271,319.65. 

Some time ago the bank began fore- 
closure proceedings in the Superior 
Court and asked for a decree for the 
sale of the property. In her petition 
yesterday Mrs. Rose averred that if 
this property of the estate were put up 
for sale at public auction or she were 
herself to dispose of it, it would not 
Sebe sufficient to pay the mortgage 

ebt. 

The Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
have offered to pay Mrs. Rose 
and accept the property in payment 
and full satisfaction of the debt, re- 
serving the right, however, to continue 
the foreclosure suit, but waiving all 
claims against any other property of 
the estate. The $5000 is to be paid upon 
the execution of a deed by Mrs. Rose, 
both individually and as executrix. 

The order of court yesterday author- 
ized her to execute such a deed and 
transfer the property. The beautiful 
Rose home at the corner of Grand ave- 
nue and Fourth street. the Sunny Slope 
ranch, besides most if not all of de- 
ceased landed interests in Ventura 
county, will, therefore, pass into the 
hands of the bank.

EQUINE KINGS ARRIVE. 


JOE PATCHEN AND JOHN R. GEN. 
TRY AT AGRICULTURAL PARK. 


World's Record May Ee Broken at 
_ the Fall Meet Here—The Official 
Programme — “Hidalgo’s’’ Re- 
marks About the Great Pacers. 


Two of the fastest pacers that ever 
carried harness arrived yesterday, and 
are now quartered at Agricultural 
Park, where they will go in training for 
the star events of the Sixth District 
race meet, which opens October 21. 
These famous sidewheelers are Joe 
Patchen, with a record for the mile of 
2:01%, and John R. Gentry, who has 
stepped his mile in the remarkable 
time of 2:00%. 

The horses came straight from Wich- 
ita Kan., in a special car of the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company, and arrived 
without the slightest mishap. Th 
were shipped last Saturday, making the 
trip in sixty hours. Both animals are 
in the pink of condition, and look equal 
to the great things expected of them 
this. fall. 

The car which carried these equine 
kings to the city is the first of its kind 
ever brought to the Coast. It was de- 
signed expressly for shipping valuable 
live stock, and is provided with every 
convenience. In the clear it is sixty 
feet from end to end, and almost twelve 
inches wider than the ordinary express 
car. Two partitions divide it into three 
compartments, the largest being de- 
voted to stalls. There are two large 
box stalle and several single stalls, all 
well padded. Sleeping compartments 
for the groom and blacksmith are pro- 

vided in the cond space, for such 
monarchs of speed travel with their 
own forge and smithy. 

W. J. Andrews, who is managing 
John R. Gentry this season, and John 
Dickerson, filling the same capacity for 
Joe Patchen’s owner, are. greatly 
pleased with the prospect of lowering 
the world’s pacing record this fall. 

“With a good track,” said Mr. Dick- 
erson yesterday, “‘there is no reason 
why Joe can’t beat his own record, and 
that of Star Pointer. In the great race 
last August, Joe defeated Star Pointer, 
the only harness horse that ever cov- 
ered the mile in 1:59%, and did it in 
good form, too. Our last race before 
coming west was paced on an abomina- 
ble track against a stiff wind, but in- 
spite of these drawbacks the first mile 
was covered in 2:03% and the second 
in 2:02%. Now if we can do that in 
Kansas, surely we can better- it in 
California. My only regret is that we 
are not going to winter here. But, we 
come for the express purpose of attend- 
ing the Los Angeles meet and then re- 
turn at once.”’ 

. “Hidalgo,’”’ the turf writer, has this 


to say of the two great horses: “Joe 
Patchen is a black stallion with a 
blaze face and four white feet. Such 
@ campaigner as he has been; hard 


at it ever since he was three years 
old, and his legs clean enough for a 
yearling. Think of the horses that 
have gone out of sight since he left 
here—Mascot, Johnston, and a dozen 
others of records below 2:07, and yet 
old Joe is sound as a pine knot and 
full of vigor. He looks more like a 
thoroughbred than any harness horse 
of his size in the world. High qual- 
ity in appearance, is not unusual with 
small harness horses, but in giants 
like old Joe (who is over 
hands high,) it is a rarity.

“Joe Patchen, bl. h., 1899, No. 0123. 

“Patchen Wilkes—George Wilkes- 
Kitty Patchen. 

“Josephine Young—Joe Young, mare 
not traced. ' 

“John R. Gentry is a much smaller 
horse than Joe Patchen, but one on 
which the lover of good conformation 
can feast his eyes. He is a blood bay, 
entirely without white. and is not as 
tall as Patchen by nearly three inches, 
but his deep chest and broad loins 
proclaim him a little giant, such as 
Tom Sayers was among prize-fighters. 
His head and neck are almost poetic 
in their outlines and recall the famous 
galloper Luke Blackburn, in his palmy 
days. John R. Gentry is also _ ten 
years old and has helped to retire al- 
most as many great performers as 
the big black horse who is now his 
most dreaded rival. His breeding is 
as follows: 

“John R. Gentry, bh., 1899, No. 12,645. 

“Ashland Wilkes—Red Wilkes-Daisy 


. “Dame Wood—Wedgewood, (2:17%,) 
Fancy, not traced. 

“Thus it will be seen that these 
great performers, each with records 
below 2:03, are grandsons of George 
Wilkes, whose line seems to be, both 
at the pace and the trot, the great line 
for extreme speed, Star Pointer, the 
only horse that beat these two famous 
stallions, comes from another class of 
horses entirely, while these are _ the 
descendants of Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian 10, whose descendants, through 
the great Electioneer, made Palo Alto 
the talk of the civilized world.” 

Secretary Thorne has received a 
telegram from Tom Keating, saying 
that Anaconda is in splendid form and 
will be here in ample time to take 
part in the great meet.

DR. JOHNSON HEARD FROM. 


Los Angeles Camper Sick in the 
Mountains Beyond Kernville. 

Dr. James H. Johnson and Mrs. A. L. 
Martin, the Los Angeles campers who 
were believed to have been overtaken 
by some disaster in the forests of 
Fresno county, have been heard from. 
They had been mysteriously missing 
for a number of weeks, having failed to 
return from their camping trip when 
expected, a month ago, and sent no 
word as to their whereabouts. Tlieir 
relatives and friends were greatly 
alarmed and feared that they had been 
murdered or had become lost in the 
giant forests. | 

Yesterday Dr. West Hughes, who has 
been attending to Dr. Johnson’s prac- 
tice, was informed by letter from Kern- 
ville that the Los Angeles physician 
had been heard from in the mountains 
beyond that place, and that he was ill. 
Dr. Hughes's informant wrote that a 
party of three men had left Kernville 
for Dr. Johnson’s camp, to take sup- 
plies and medicines, and to bring out 
the sick man and Mrs. Martin.

A TELEGRAPHIC MISTAKE. 


Suit to Recover Damages from the 
Western Union. 

A damage suit in which William E. 
Toerpe is trying to recover $3000 from 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany for the alleged incorrect trans- 
mission of a message, was on trial 
yesterday before a jury in the United 
States District Court. 

The complainant recites that during 
the month of January, 1898, he was 
negotiating for the purchase of a tract 
of land at Ontario, San Bernardino 
county. He was in Chicago at the 
time and had never seen the property, 
but before closing the deal sent a tele- 
gram to his representative in Ontario 
instructing him to examine the prop- 
erty and report upon it. | 

The word “lot fifteen” in the tele- 
gram, describing the property, was 
changed to “lot sixteen,’’ which caused 
the agent to examine the wrong lot. 
He reported favorably, and the trans- 
action was closed. Afterward it was 
discovered that “lot fifteen’’—the one 
purchased—was wash land, and suit 
to recover damages for gross negligence 
was brought against the telegraph 
company. 

The defense set up by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company is that the 
message was not “repeated,”” which 
fact they claim relieves them from re- 
sponsibility in case of mistake. 


STRUCK BY A CAR. 


Isaac Houser Ran Down and Hurt 
While Riding a Bicycle. 

Isaac Houser of No. 1221 San Jullan 
street met with an accident yesterday 
morning similar to that which restlted 
in the death of A. W. Blumberg last 
Thursday. Houser was struck by an 
electric car. while riding a bicycle on 
Central avenue in the vicinity of Twen- 
ty-first street. Like Blumberg, Houser 
is an elderly man, and did not hear 
the car as it approached him from the 
rear. Fortunately the force of the 
blow threw him away from the track, 
so that the car did not pass over 
him. He was severely injured in the 
side and back, and his face was badly 
bruised, but he was not rendered un- 
conscious. The patrol wagon was 
called to convey him to the Receiving 
Hospital, but he was *removed to his 
home instead, where a private physi- 
cian attended him.

Deutsch still persisted 
in blockading the pavement with his 
wares, so the officer arested him for 
misdemeanor. Deutsch is a sickly man 
and promised faithfully not to monopo- 
lize the sidewalk again for advertis- 
ing purposes.

GENERAL nu SINESS TOPICS, 

STEEL BRIDGES. According to 
Present indications, remarks the Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. the coming year or 
two will see an immense boom in steel 
bridge building. It is stated that about 
220,000 tons of bridge construction will 
be let.in New York within the next two 
weeks. The introduction of the steel 
car has made heavier bridges neces- 
sary. and the roads will soon be in with 
urgent demands. The bridge builders 
estimate that with the general adop- 
tion of the steel car the 200.000 miles of 
railroad in the country will take a ton 
of bridge material per mile per year. 


SOUTHERN IRON. In eight months 
of this vear Alabama and Tennessee 
are reported to have sent ferth 1.925.794 
tons of pig iron. an increase of 187.354 
tons over the total of shipments in the 
same period of time Isst vear.

HOUSE DESTROYED BY FIRE AND 
A YOUNG WOMAN MISSING. 


eo 


Daisy Prushaw Was Either Burned 
im the Ruins or Has Run Away. 
Fire Caused by Explosion of a 
Lamp in Her Hand—Strange O14 
Traveler in Hospital. 


PASADENA, Oct. 3.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] At 9 o'clock this even- 
ing, Miss Daisy Prushaw, daughter 
of Mrs. T. H. Prushaw. residing on 
Kensington street, started upstairs to 
retire, with a kerosene lamp in her 
hand. As she entered her room, the 
lamp exploded with a report like that 
of a pistol, flames flared out and in 
an instant the room was afire. The 
ceiling being unfinished, the blaze 
licked up the bare boards very rapidly 
and ate through the roof. Other mem- 
bers of the family aroused the neigh- 
bors and the fire department was rung 
up from the box at the corner of Wal- 
nut and Vernon. 

The Prushaw house was a story and 
a half stricture, and the whole upper 
part was in flames when the firemen 
arrived; They got a good supply of 


' Water and succeeded in confining the 


mischief to this house, saving the 
lower story in a gutted condition. 
Other dwellings, very close, were not 
injured. The neighbors all took hold 
with a will and removed the furniture 


from the lower part of the house. The. 


building was worth about $1500. There 
Was an insurance policy of $700 on it, 
but there is some uncertainty as to 
whether it had expired or ‘not. 

The house was occupied by Mrs. T. 
H. Prushaw, the owner, who is ad- 
vanced in years and very infirm, three 
daughters and a granddaughter. Mrs. 
Prushaw was taken to a neighbor’s 
home in an almost exhausted condi- 
tion. Her condition had been critical 
for some months before the fire and 
ill results are feared. She recently 
lost her husband. 

At 11 o’clock tonight, Daisy 
Prushaw, the young lady in whose 
hand the lamp exploded, was missing. 
So far as be ascertained, nobody 
saw her after the burning lamp 
dropped, from her hand. Her mother 
is so broken by the events of the 
evening and her infirmities, that she 
cannot remember when she last saw 
her daughter. No other member of 
the family has any clew to her where- 
abouts. While the house was burning, 
they gathered at a neighbor’s across 
the way and kept asking for Daisy, 
but she did not appear. After the fire 
was out, the police and (firemen 
searched the ruins as well as they 
could in the darkness, but discovered 
no trace of the girl. She was 23 years 
of age, of dark complexion and slen- 
der figure. The gravest fears are felt 
for her by her friends, at this writing. 

A young man, Myron Hill, had been 
calling on her this evening, and had 
just left the house when she went up- 
stairs. Soon he heard the cry of fire 
and came back, but has not seen her 
since. The search will be continued 
in the morning. The members of the 
family are unnerved by Daisy’s dis- 
appearance. The firemen say it is im- 
seas for the girl’s body to be in 
the -ruins, as they have made a 
investigation. Every house 
fn the vicinity has been visited by the 
police. They incline to the theory that 
she was frightened by the accident 
and ran away. 

QUEER OLD MAN. 

A human puzzle turned up in the 
City Jail this morning. It was an old 
man of about 65 years, who wouldn't 
wake up. He-was taken in at 2 a.m. 
by @Qfficer Goltman, who found him 
wandering about the streets and gave 
him a_bed. When Policeman Bristol 
visited’ the jail later in the morning 
to see if the old fellow would accom- 
pany him to breakfast, 
arouse the lodger. The City Physician 
‘was calied and examined him. Strenu- 
ous endeavors were made to recall him 
to consciousness. Pins were stuck into 
him and drugs were used, with a small 
measure of success. Up to the noon 
hour, he remained in a semi-uncon- 
scious condition; but soon afterward 
he aroused sufficiently to go to the 
County Hospital with a Constable. 
There he wrote on a slip of paper: 
“Richard Hudson, —— house.” That 
was all they could get out of him ex- 
cept’. the half-articulated murmur, 
r farm.”’. 

Constable Manahan, who returned 
from the hospital this evening, is of 
the opinion that™the old fellow is an 
escape from the County Farm. The 
Constable says that when the old man 
first saw the fence around the hospital 
he seemed frightened and started to 
run.away. It seemed to remind him of 
something he did not like. Although 
the traveler's shoes were dusty and 
there were other indications that he 
had traveled a long way, he was neatly 
dressed and cleanly kept. He looked 
as though he might have wandered 
away from a good home in a sort of 
stupor. After he entered the hospital 
he laid. on a cot and was exam- 
fined by the physician, but he almost 
fmmediately relapsed into unconscious- 
ness. Probably as soon as the news of 
his case gets abroad, some one will 
locate him. 

AT THE CITY HALL. 

The City Trustees met this morn- 
ing. They voted to restore the electric 
arc light at the corner of Marengo ave- 
nue and Colorado street... for which 
an incandescent light was substituted. 
Many people hope this a precursor 
of the restoration of the arcs along 
the whole stretch of East Colorado. 

Trustee Lockett reported that hehad 
an application from E. C. Webster 
for a franchise for an electric track on 
Dayton street, bit he suggested that 
no action be taken till the street had 
been paved according to the promises 
of the company. It is proposed to 
macadamize the street. The protest of 
Mrs. N. H. Mitchell against grant- 
ing the franchise was placed on file. 
The Los Angeles and Pasadena Elec- 
tric Railway was granted permission 
to extend its road from the power- 
house along Central street to the Santa 
Fé track. 

All the bids for street sprinkling were 
rejected and the City Attorney was 
asked to draw up an invitation for new 
proposals. The superintendent of the 
sewer farm was appointed keeper of the 
animal morgue, in place of the City 
Marshal, and instructed to see to the 
burying of.all dead cows and horses.’ 
The name of Arlington Court was 
changed to Arlington Drive; of Central 
street to Ritzman street; of Locust 
street from North Fair Oaks avenue to 
North Broadway, to Holly street: of 
Union avenue to Manzanita avenue: of 
West Columbia and Hill streets to Co- 
lumbia street: of San Pasqual street 
from South Fair Oaks avenue to Ma- 
rengo avenue, to Pico street, and of 
Congress street between South Fair 
Oaks and Pasadena avenues to West 
street. A petition for electric lights on 
Winona avenue was referred to Trus- 
tees Lockett and Dobbins. The City 
Clerk was asked to request the com- 
missioners on the improvement of Wi- 
nona, Hudson and Garfield avenues, to 
report immediately. A communication 
was received from the League of Cali-

REPORTED LOSS OF BRITISH 
STEAMER NEAR CAPE HORN. 


Ship Arctic Stream from Hamburg 
Arrives at Pert Les Angeles 
With News of Shipwreck on 
Staten Istand in August. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 3.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Two British ships 
from around Cape Horn sailed to po- 
sition off Port Los Angeles this morn- 
ing. dropped anchor within a few min- 
utes of one another and with sails 
furled swung around to the breeze. 
The. vessels were the Clan Macpherson, 
Capt. Macdonald, 164 days out from 
Swansea, and the Arctic Stream, Capt. 
Bowen, 122 days out from Hamburg. 

The Arctic Stream had good weather 
rounding Cape Horn and nearly broke 
the record for quick time on the pas- 
sage. On August 11, while off Staten 
Island, Capt. Bowen saw the British 
four-masted ship Gifford, bound for 
San Francisco, pick up some men from 
an open boat. By signaling he learned 
that the Gifford had picked up five 
members of the crew of the British 
steamer Tekoa in an exhausted and 
frostbitten condition. The Tekoa had 
been wrecked a few days before on 
Staten Island. The men could tell 
little of how the wreck had occurred 
or whether any of the passengers or 
others aboard the steamer had sur- 
vived. The Tekoa was bound from 
New Zealand to London, and beside 
passengers, carried a large lot of re- 
frigerated meat. That was what Capt. 
Bowen learned from the signals. 

On September 9, when the Arctic 
Stream was at lat. 10 N., long. 116 W., 
while there was a heavy squall blow- 
ing there came terrific crash of 
lightning. The fore royal pole was 
splintered like a broom, but no other 
damage was done. The equator was 
crossed at long. 108 W. The ship drove 
‘ahead of a southwest monsoon to lat. 
20 N., and then caught the northeast 
trades which brought her to Port Los 
Angeles without sailing north of lat. 
34 N. The Arctic Stream has a partial! 
cargo of cement for Port Los Angeles. 
cer ol balance of her cargo is for Port- 
and, 

Capt. Macdonald’s wife accom- 
panied him on the passage on the ship 
Clan Macpherson. The vessel had 
good weather off Cape Horn. There 
was ome casualty on the passage. 
While off the south coast of Ireland 
in a bit of thick weather a young 
apprentice fell overboard and sank 
almost before he was astern of =the 
vessel. A boat was lowered and 
was nearly lost in a ‘futfle search for 
the missing boy, who when he fell 
was clad in oilskins and sea boots. 
The Clan Macpherson crossed the 
équator at long. 117 west and sailed 
to lat. 12 north before a southerly 
and southwesterly wind. Then there 
came the northerly and northeasterly 
breezes which afterward veered to 
westward, and brought her to port. 
She has 2300 tons of coal for the Los 
Angeles Lighting Company. 

The’ Arctic Stream and the Clan 
Macpherson were nearly becalmed at 
about midnight Monday night while 
a few miles off the Santa Monica city 
lights. Now and then an trnexpected 
puff of wind brought them nearer and 
nearer together till they were Te 
about a ship’s length apart. he 
danger of fouling caused considerable 
anxiety but a dextrous manipulation

TO SPRVE AT FOLSOM. 


Cattle-thief Sent te the Same Piace 
for a Term of Five Years. 
Resident of Tustin Dead—Adams 
Insane. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 3.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Charles Leonard. the 
notorious partner of Herbert Glover 
who was shot and killed a few days 
ago at Orange by Officer Murray of 
this city, today pleaded guilty of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon with In- 
tent to commit murder, and was sen- 
tenced to ten years in the State's 
prison at Folsom. Leonard is only a 
young man, but he is believed to be 
one of the worst criminals that has 
ever visited the Coast. He has sworn 
Vengeance upon several residents of 
this county and today he admitted to 
an officer that he was the individual 
who held up a conductor recently on 
a freight train near Fullerton at the 
point of a gun. Leonard still mafn- 
tains that he did not meet Glover un- 
til two days before the death of the 
latter in this city, when the two be- 
came acquainted at Redondo Junction 
on the Santa Fé Railroad. But this 
story is known to be untrue as 
Leonard is known in San Bernardino 
county, where he is wanted for saveral 
offences. 

The other man _ sentenced was 
Timotella Ferra, who was arrested 
some weeks ago near Rivera, Los An- 
geles county, on the charge of stealing 
several head of cattle from a rancher 
in the vicinity of Bolsa, this county. 
Ferra recently pleaded guilty to the 
charge and today was sentenced to 
five years at Folsom. Ferra is a 
member of a gang of thieves which 
has been operating in Southern Cali- 
fornia for the past several years.

KNIFE USED IN A FIGHT. 


Colored Woman Stabbed While at 
the Manhattan Club. 

Rosa Banks, a colored woman, 4p~- 
peared at the Police Station with 4 
companion last night at 10:30 o'clock 
and asked for medical attention. The 
woman said that she had been in a 
fight in the rooms of the notorious 
Manhattan Club on North Los Angeles 
street, conducted by Will Taylor, a col- 
ored man. 

According to the woman's story, she 
was held by some of the other com- 
batants while Joe Thompson, @ mu- 
latto, stabbed her with a knife. She 
was sent into the Receiving Hospital 
where Police Surgeon Hagan found 
that she had two small! cuts on the left 
arm, another on the back and a gash 
on the left leg about half an inch long 
and one and a half inches deep.. The 
wounds are not serious, and after they 
were dressed the woman walked to 
her room at No. 105 Aliso street. 

Thompson is about 26 years old. His 
father is janitor and night watchman 
at the City Hall, and young Thompson 
has been in the habit of assisting his 
father with the work. Last night 
Thompson, Sr., left his son in charge 
of the building and went to church 
with his wife, but instead of remaining 
at his post of duty the young man 
locked up and went to the Manhattan 
Club 

When the Banks woman had told 
her story at the Police Station one of 
the detectives immediately went to the 
City Hall in quest of young Thompson, 
but the building was locked, and the 
officer sought him elsewhere. A call 
was made at the Thompson residence, 
but the young man was not there. 
Later his parents were met as they 
were coming out of church, but they 
professed ignorance as to the where- 
abouts of their son, supposing him to 
be on duty at the City Hall. 

The detective again visited the City 
Hall, and found that, during his ab- 
s™nce, young Thompson had visited the 
picce and unlocked the side door. A 
thorough search of the place was made, 
but the bird had flown. 

Pompey Smith, who had some 
trouble of his own at the Manhattan 
Club on Monday evening, as a conse- 
quence of which he threatened all sorts 
of dire vengeance against the proprie- 
tor of the place, called at the Police 
Station early this morning, and or

Banks woman. He said that the 
trouble was confined to the women, and 
that the cutting must have been done 
by one of their number, but the offi- 
cers place very little credence in Pom- 
pey’s story. 


FARCICAL PROSECUTION. 


Complaints Against Drillers - 
Parker’s Oil Welle. 
~ The Oil Inspector swore to a com- 
plaint yesterday morning before Jus- 
tice Morgan, charging the “driller” on 
each of the two oil wells inside the line 
near Sunset Park, with a misdemeanor.
